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COERCIVE PERSUASION. By Edgar H. Schein with Inge Schneier and Curtis H. Barker. 
(New York: W. W. Norton. 1961. Pp. 320. $6.75.) 


Several years ago a group of American scientist—psychologists, psychiatrists and 
neurophysiologists—who were trying to develop an understanding of the Russian and Chinese 
methods of obtaining false confessions, compliant behavior, and the apparent conversion of 
beliefs interviewed a veteran member of the State Security apparatus of an Eastern European 
nation. They asked him what, in his opinion, had been the greatest contribution of the 
Russians to the techniques for handling political prisoners. "The ideological approach," he 
replied without hesitation. The Americans had assumed that the effectiveness of these methods 
was due to skillful scientific design; the Communist had no doubt that ideology, was the 
important factor. Both views were fundamentally incorrect, but the difference between them 
was illuminating. Crucial to the understanding of the whole phenomenon of so-called 
brainwashing is an understanding of the frames of reference of those who carry it out and of 
those who are subjected to it. 

The techniques which in the West have acquired the misnomer brainwashing and in China are 
more aptly called "thought reform" are now known to have evolved out of Communist beliefs 
and practices, out of Russian and Chinese cultural institutions, and out of police and legal 
procedures. There is no evidence that psychologists, psychiatrists, neurophysiologists, or 
scientists of any sort played any significant role in their planning, development, or execution. 
Nor is there, on the other hand, any convincing evidence that these methods were deliberately 
created by party functionaries according to a theoretical design derived from Communist 
ideology, although there is an extensive Communist rationale behind their use and a set of 
reasonable theoretical explanations have been put forward to justify all that is done. On the 
contrary, there is every reason to believe that they evolved pragmatically, empirically, and to 
some extent sui generis in response to the military and political needs of the Russian and 
Chinese Communist parties over the past half-century. 




A person confronted with imprisonment in a Communist country on the charge of crimes 
against the state or with a period of indoctrination as a prisoner of war may approach the 
experience with a set of expectations utterly different from those of his captors. This 
unpreparedness, which makes him more vulnerable than he need be, to a certain extent 
explains some of the unexpected performances of Westerners in the hands of the Russians and 
Chinese. The Westerner may find himself enmeshed in institutions, laws, and regulations 
which look familiar but do not operate according to his expectations. It is not simply that he is 
not prepared for the definitions of "crime," "evidence," and "leniency" which he will 
encounter; he is not prepared to understand the functions of his interrogator, his guards, his 
teachers, and his judges. Most of all, he is not prepared to be assailed on moral grounds for 
his past acts and present points of view, and to be assailed, in apparently logical and 
sometimes devastating terms, by earnest and dedicated men who profess many of the high 
ideals to which he himself subscribes. Indeed, much of his experience, whether in prison or in 
indoctrination, is concentrated on learning the point of view of the other side; and this is 
presented to him so incessantly and with so little opportunity to get independent information 
that it is very difficult for him not to come away with some appreciation of it, whether he 
accepts it or not. 

The current areas of argument about "brainwashing" center on the extent to which prisoners, 
civil or military, accept the point of view thus pressed upon them and the extent to which they 
do so regardless of their intentions. The procedures of thought reform are carried out in a 
setting which makes it very difficult for the prisoner not to produce some sort of confession 
and also, if the situation demands, some evidence of conversion, but the extent to which he 
must accommodate against his will is still debated. The two books here considered are major 
contributions to our understanding of these and similar questions. Both of them are 
concerned with the Chinese thought reform program. Both focus upon the procedures used in 
civilian prisons but give some attention to those applied to the Chinese population in general. 
Both provide extensive documentation for the origin of thought reform practices out of the 
needs of the People's Liberation Army in the two decades before the Communist accession to 
power, along with liberal evidence of the peculiarly Chinese contributions to these practices 
and of their ideological background. Every intelligence officer who is concerned with the 
Communist management of people or engaged in the study of present-day China should read 
these books. 

He will find that the case histories in Dr. Lifton's book provide peculiarly vivid pictures of the 
experiences of Western missionaries and business men and of Chinese intellectuals in the 
course of thought reform. He should be stimulated to serious thought by the chapters which 
describe the complex social and political processes that seem to have made the phenomenon 
possible in China. More than that, he may be disquieted by what Dr. Lifton refers to as the 
"psychology of totalism" in non-Communist manifestations and the psychological 
attractiveness of closed systems of thought in the world at large. It should be clear to the 
reader, although the author does not press the point explicitly, that an open society makes very 
serious psychological demands upon its citizens in valuing a variety of modes of thought and 
not only accepting but even encouraging a diversity of political, social, and moral judgments. 
Although some citizens of a totalitarian society are vulnerable to skepticism, some members of 



an open society are vulnerable to their own need for certainty, especially if certainty is 
presented to them in attractive terms. 

Dr. Schein's careful documentation of the background of thought reform will also be useful to 
intelligence officers. His painstaking analysis of the possible psychological mechanisms 
involved, however, will illustrate the degree of perplexity which still besets the scientific world 
when it is called upon to explain "brainwashing" in scientific terms. One trusts that after the 
reader has studied these books, he will not accept too glibly any statement by any author 
which proposes to explain the phenomenon through simple physiological or psychological 
concepts. The unresolved questions of the mechanisms of confession, compliance, and 
indoctrination are not technical or military secrets of the cold war, but scientific problems 
unsolved within our limited understanding of the bases of human behavior. The evidence is 
that the Russians and Chinese understand them no better than we, and the reader will do well 
to be skeptical of any man who professes to have a simple answer to them.

Psychiatric interviews and psychological testing were conducted with 50 members of former 
members of a variety of religious cults who contacted the authors about the issue of 
deprogramming. The subjects were divided into four groups: cult members who feared 
deprogramming, those who had returned to the cult after deprogramming, ex-cult members 
who had left after deprogramming, and those who had left without deprogramming. There 
were significant differences between these groups on length of time in the cult, perception of 
and resistance toward the deprogramming experience, status of parental marriage, and who 
became a deprogrammer. No evidence of insanity or mental illness in the legal sense was 
found.

Murder in the Bible 

The act of murder is rampant in the Bible. In much of the Bible, especially the Old 
Testament, there are laws that command that people be killed for absurd reasons such as 
working on the Sabbath, being gay, cursing your parents, or not being a virgin on your 
wedding night. In addition to these crazy and immoral laws, there are plenty of examples of 
God’s irrationality by his direct killing of many people for reasons that defy any rational 
explanation such as killing children who make fun of bald people, and the killing of a man 
who tried to keep the ark of God from falling during transport. There are also countless 
examples of mass murders commanded by God, including the murder of women, infants, and 
children. 

The following passages are a very small percentage of the total passages approving of murder 
in the Bible. They are divided here into three parts: 1) Capital Punishment Crimes, 2) God’s 
Murders for Stupid Reasons, 3) Murdering Children, and 4) Miscellaneous Murders. This list 
is long, but it barely scratches the surface of all the murders approved of in the Bible. 

1) Capital Punishment Crimes: 

Kill People Who Don’t Listen to Priests 

Anyone arrogant enough to reject the verdict of the judge or of the priest who represents the 
LORD your God must be put to death. Such evil must be purged from Israel. (Deuteronomy 
17:12 NLT) 


Kill Witches 





You should not let a sorceress live. (Exodus 22:17 NAB) 

Kill Homosexuals 

“If a man lies with a male as with a women, both of them shall be put to death for their 
abominable deed; they have forfeited their lives.” (Leviticus 20:13 NAB) 

Kill Fortunetellers 

A man or a woman who acts as a medium or fortuneteller shall be put to death by stoning; they 
have no one but themselves to blame for their death. (Leviticus 20:27 NAB) 

Death for Hitting Dad 

Whoever strikes his father or mother shall be put to death. (Exodus 21:15 NAB) 

Death for Cursing Parents 

1) If one curses his father or mother, his lamp will go out at the coming of darkness. (Proverbs 
20:20 NAB) 

2) All who curse their father or mother must be put to death. They are guilty of a capital offense. 
(Leviticus 20:9 NLT) 

Death for Adultery 

If a man commits adultery with another man’s wife, both the man and the woman must be put to 
death. (Leviticus 20:10 NLT) 

Death for Fornication 

A priest’s daughter who loses her honor by committing fornication and thereby dishonors her 
father also, shall be burned to death. (Leviticus 21:9 NAB) 

Death to Followers of Other Religions 

Whoever sacrifices to any god, except the Lord alone, shall be doomed. (Exodus 22:19 NAB) 

Kill Nonbelievers 

They entered into a covenant to seek the Lord, the God of their fathers, with all their heart and 
soul; and everyone who would not seek the Lord, the God of Israel, was to be put to death, 
whether small or great, whether man or woman. (2 Chronicles 15:12-13 NAB) 

Kill False Prophets 

If a man still prophesies, his parents, father and mother, shall say to him, “You shall not live, 
because you have spoken a lie in the name of the Lord.” When he prophesies, his parents, father 
and mother, shall thrust him through. (Zechariah 13:3 NAB) 

Kill the Entire Town if One Person Worships Another God 

Suppose you hear in one of the towns the LORD your God is giving you that some worthless 
rabble among you have led their fellow citizens astray by encouraging them to worship foreign 
gods. In such cases, you must examine the facts carefully. If you find it is true and can prove 
that such a detestable act has occurred among you, you must attack that town and completely 



destroy all its inhabitants, as well as all the livestock. Then you must pile all the plunder in the 
middle of the street and burn it Put the entire town to the torch as a burnt offering to the LORD 
your God. That town must remain a ruin forever; it may never be rebuilt Keep none of the 
plunder that has been set apart for destruction. Then the LORD will turn from his fierce anger 
and be merciful to you. He will have compassion on you and make you a great nation, just as he 
solemnly promised your ancestors. “The LORD your God will be merciful only if you obey him 
and keep all the commands I am giving you today, doing what is pleasing to him.” (Deuteronomy 
13:13-19 NLT) 

Kill Women Who Are Not Virgins On Their Wedding Night 

But if this charge is true (that she wasn’t a virgin on her wedding night), and evidence of the 
girls virginity is not found, they shall bring the girl to the entrance of her fathers house and there 
her townsman shall stone her to death, because she committed a crime against Israel by her 
unchasteness in her father’s house. Thus shall you purge the evil from your midst 
(Deuteronomy 22:20-21 NAB) 

Kill Followers of Other Religions. 

1) If your own full brother, or your son or daughter, or your beloved wife, or you intimate friend, 
entices you secretly to serve other gods, whom you and your fathers have not known, gods of any 
other nations, near at hand or far away, from one end of the earth to the other: do not yield to 
him or listen to him, nor look with pity upon him, to spare or shield him, but kill him. Your hand 
shall be the first raised to slay him; the rest of the people shall join in with you. You shall stone 
him to death, because he sought to lead you astray from the Lord, your God, who brought you 
out of the land of Egypt, that place of slavery. And all Israel, hearing of this, shall fear and 
never do such evil as this in your midst. (Deuteronomy 13:7-12 NAB) 

2) Suppose a man or woman among you, in one of your towns that the LORD your God is giving 
you, has done evil in the sight of the LORD your God and has violated the covenant by serving 
other gods or by worshiping the sun, the moon, or any of the forces of heaven, which I have 
strictly forbidden. When you hear about it, investigate the matter thoroughly. If it is true that this 
detestable thing has been done in Israel, then that man or woman must be taken to the gates of 
the town and stoned to death. (Deuteronomy 17:2-5 NLT) 

Death for Blasphemy 

One day a man who had an Israelite mother and an Egyptian father got into a fight with one of 
the Israelite men. During the fight, this son of an Israelite woman blasphemed the LORD’S 
name. So the man was brought to Moses for judgment His mother’s name was Shelomith. She 
was the daughter of Dibri of the tribe of Dan. They put the man in custody until the LORD’S will 
in the matter should become clear. Then the LORD said to Moses, “Take the blasphemer outside 
the camp, and tell all those who heard him to lay their hands on his head. Then let the entire 
community stone him to death. Say to the people of Israel: Those who blaspheme God will suffer 
the consequences of their guilt and be punished. Anyone who blasphemes the LORD’S name 
must be stoned to death by the whole community of Israel. Any Israelite or foreigner among you 
who blasphemes the LORD’S name will surely die. (Leviticus 24:10-16 NLT) 



Kill False Prophets 

1) Suppose there are prophets among you, or those who have dreams about the future, and they 
promise you signs or miracles, and the predicted signs or miracles take place. If the prophets 
then say, ‘Come, let us worship the gods of foreign nations, ’ do not listen to them. The LORD 
your God is testing you to see if you love him with all your heart and soul. Serve only the LORD 
your God and fear him alone. Obey his commands, listen to his voice, and cling to him. The 
false prophets or dreamers who try to lead you astray must be put to death, for they encourage 
rebellion against the LORD your God, who brought you out of slavery in the land of Egypt. 

Since they try to keep you from following the LORD your God, you must execute them to remove 
the evil from among you. (Deuteronomy 13:1-5 NLT) 

2) But any prophet who claims to give a message from another god or who falsely claims to speak 
for me must die. ’ ibu may wonder, ‘How will we know whether the prophecy is from the LORD 
or not?’ If the prophet predicts something in the LORD’S name and it does not happen, the 
LORD did not give the message. That prophet has spoken on his own and need not be feared. 
(Deuteronomy 18:20-22 NLT) 

Infidels and Gays Should Die

Whenever the Tabernacle 
is moved, the Levites will take it down and set it up again. Anyone else who goes too near the 
Tabernacle will be executed. ’ (Numbers 1:48-51 NLT) 

Kill People for Working on the Sabbath 



The LORD then gave these further instructions to Moses: ‘Tell the people of Israel to keep my 
Sabbath day, for the Sabbath is a sign of the covenant between me and you forever. It helps you 
to remember that I am the LORD, who makes you holy. Yes, keep the Sabbath day, for it is holy. 
Anyone who desecrates it must die; anyone who works on that day will be cut off from the 
community. Work six days only, but the seventh day must be a day of total rest I repeat: 
Because the LORD considers it a holy day, anyone who works on the Sabbath must be put to 
death.’ (Exodus 31:12-15 NLT) 


2) God’s Murders for Stupid Reasons: 

Kill Brats 

From there Elisha went up to Bethel. While he was on his way, some small boys came out of the 
city and jeered at him. “Go up baldhead,” they shouted, “go up baldhead!” The prophet turned 
and saw them, and he cursed them in the name of the Lord. Then two shebears came out of the 
woods and tore forty two of the children to pieces. (2 Kings 2:23-24 NAB) 

God Kills the Curious 

And he smote of the men of Beth-shemesh, because they had looked into the ark of Jehovah, he 
smote of the people seventy men, 'and’fifty thousand men; and the people mourned, because 
Jehovah had smitten the people with a great slaughter. And the men of Beth-shemesh said, Who 
is able to stand before Jehovah, this holy God? and to whom shall he go up from us? (ISamuel 
6:19-20 ASV) 

Ki l led by a Lion 

Meanwhile, the LORD instructed one of the group of prophets to say to another man, “Strike 
me!” But the man refused to strike the prophet Then the prophet told him, “Because you have 
not obeyed the voice of the LORD, a lion will kill you as soon as you leave me.” And sure 
enough, when he had gone, a lion attacked and killed him. (1 Kings 20:35-36 NLT) 

Killing the Good Samaritan 

The ark of God was placed on a new cart and taken away from the house of Abinadab on the 
hill. Uzzah and Ahio, sons of Abinadab guided the cart, with Ahio walking before it, while David 
and all the Israelites made merry before the Lord with all their strength, with singing and with 
citharas, harps, tambourines, sistrums, and cymbals. 

When they came to the threshing floor of Nodan, Uzzah reached out his hand to the ark of God 
to steady it, for the oxen were making it tip. But the Lord was angry with Uzzah; God struck him 
on that spot, and he died there before God. (2 Samuel 6:3-7 NAB) 


3) Murdering Children 



Kill Sons of Sinners 


Make ready to slaughter his sons for the guilt of their fathers; Lest they rise and posses the earth, 
and fill the breadth of the world with tyrants. (Isaiah 14:21 NAB) 

God Will Kill Children 

The glory of Israel will fly away like a bird, for your children will die at birth or perish in the 
womb or never even be conceived. Even if your children do survive to grow up, I will take them 
from you. It will be a terrible day when I turn away and leave you alone. I have watched Israel 
become as beautiful and pleasant as Tyre. But now Israel will bring out her children to be 
slaughtered.” O LORD, what should I request for your people? I will ask for wombs that don’t 
give birth and breasts that give no milk. The LORD says, “All their wickedness began at Gilgal; 
there I began to hate them. I will drive them from my land because of their evil actions. I will 
love them no more because all their leaders are rebels. The people of Israel are stricken. Their 
roots are dried up; they will bear no more fruit And if they give birth, I will slaughter their 
beloved children.” (Hosea 9:11-16 NLT) 

Kill Men, Women, and Children 

“Then I heard the LORD say to the other men, “Follow him through the city and kill everyone 
whose forehead is not marked. Show no mercy; have no pity! Kill them all - old and young, 
girls and women and little children. But do not touch anyone with the mark. Begin your task 
right here at the Temple.” So they began by killing the seventy leaders. “Defile the Temple!” the 
LORD commanded. “Fill its courtyards with the bodies of those you kill! Go!” So they went 
throughout the city and did as they were told.” (Ezekiel 9:5-7 NLT) 

God Kills all the First Born of Egypt 

And at midnight the LORD killed all the firstborn sons in the land of Egypt, from the firstborn 
son of Pharaoh, who sat on the throne, to the firstborn son of the captive in the dungeon. Even 
the firstborn of their livestock were killed. Pharaoh and his officials and all the people of Egypt 
woke up during the night, and loud wailing was heard throughout the land of Egypt There was 
not a single house where someone had not died. (Exodus 12:29-30 NLT) 

Kill Old Men and Young Women 

“You are my battle-ax and sword, ” says the LORD. “With you I will shatter nations and destroy 
many kingdoms. With you I will shatter armies, destroying the horse and rider, the chariot and 
charioteer. With you I will shatter men and women, old people and children, young men and 
maidens. With you I will shatter shepherds and flocks, farmers and oxen, captains and rulers. 
“As you watch, I will repay Babylon and the people of Babylonia for all the wrong they have 
done to my people in Jerusalem,” says the LORD. “Look, O mighty mountain, destroyer of the 
earth! I am your enemy, ” says the LORD. “I will raise my fist against you, to roll you down 
from the heights. When I am finished, you will be nothing but a heap of rubble. You will be 
desolate forever. Even your stones will never again be used for building. You will be completely 
wiped out,” says the LORD. (Jeremiah 51:20-26) 



(Note that after God promises the Israelites a victory against Babylon, the Israelites actually 
get their butts kicked by them in the next chapter. So much for an all-knowing and all- 
powerful God.) 

God Will Kill the Children of Sinners 

If even then you remain hostile toward me and refuse to obey, I will inflict you with seven more 
disasters for your sins. I will release wild animals that will kill your children and destroy your 
cattle, so your numbers will dwindle and your roads will be deserted. (Leviticus 26:21-22 NLT) 

More Rape and Baby Killing 

Anyone who is captured will be run through with a sword. Their little children will be dashed to 
death right before their eyes. Their homes will be sacked and their wives raped by the attacking 
hordes. For I will stir up the Medes against Babylon, and no amount of silver or gold will buy 
them off. The attacking armies will shoot down the young people with arrows. They will have no 
mercy on helpless babies and will show no compassion for the children. (Isaiah 13:15-18 NLT) 


4) Miscellaneous Murders 
More of Samson’s Murders 

(The Lord saves Sampson from standing trial for 30 murders and arson by allowing him to 
kill 1000 more men.) When he reached Lehi, and the Philistines came shouting to meet him, the 
spirit of the Lord came upon him: the ropes around his arms become as flax that is consumed by 
fire and the bonds melted away from his hands. Near him was the fresh jawbone of an ass; he 
reached out, grasped it, and with it killed a thousand men. (Judges 15:14-15 NAB) 

Peter Kills Two People 

There was also a man named Ananias who, with his wife, Sapphira, sold some property. He 
brought part of the money to the apostles, but he claimed it was the full amount. His wife had 
agreed to this deception. Then Peter said, “Ananias, why has Satan filled your heart? You lied 
to the Holy Spirit, and you kept some of the money for yourself. The property was yours to sell or 
not sell, as you wished. And after selling it, the money was yours to give away. How could you 
do a thing like this? You weren’t lying to us but to God.” As soon as Ananias heard these words, 
he fell to the floor and died. Everyone who heard about it was terrified. Then some young men 
wrapped him in a sheet and took him out and buried him. About three hours later his wife came 
in, not knowing what had happened. Peter asked her, “Was this the price you and your husband 
received for your land?” “Yes,” she replied, “that was the price.” And Peter said, “How could 
the two of you even think of doing a thing like this - conspiring together to test the Spirit of the 
Lord? Just outside that door are the young men who buried your husband, and they will carry 
you out, too.” Instantly, she fell to the floor and died. When the young men came in and saw 
that she was dead, they carried her out and buried her beside her husband. Great fear gripped 
the entire church and all others who heard what had happened. (Acts 5:1-11 NLT) 


Mass Murder 



This is what the Lord of hosts has to say: T will punish whatAmalek did to Israel when he 
barred his way as he was coming up from Egypt. Go, now, attack Amalek, and deal with him and 
all that he has under the ban. Do not spare him, but kill men and women, children and infants, 
oxen and sheep, camels and asses.’ ( 1 Samuel 15:2-3 NAB) 

You Have to Kill 

Cursed be he who does the Lords work remissly, cursed he who holds back his sword from blood. 
(Jeremiah 48:10 NAB) 

The Danites Kill the Next Town 

But the territory of the Danites was too small for them; so the Danites marched up and attacked 
Leshem, which they captured and put to the sword. Once they had taken possession of Lesham, 
they renamed the settlement after their ancestor Dan. (Joshua 19:47 NAB) 

God Kills Some More 

Then the LORD said to me, “Even if Moses and Samuel stood before me pleading for these 
people, I wouldn’t help them. Away with them! Get them out of my sight! And if they say to you, 
‘But where can we go?’ tell them, ‘This is what the LORD says: Those who are destined for 
death, to death; those who are destined for war, to war; those who are destined for famine, to 
famine; those who are destined for captivity, to captivity.’ “I will send four kinds of destroyers 
against them,” says the LORD. “I will send the sword to kill, the dogs to drag away, the vultures 
to devour, and the wild animals to finish up what is left Because of the wicked things Manasseh 
son of Hezekiah, king of Judah, did in Jerusalem, I will make my people an object of horror to 
all the kingdoms of the earth.” (Jeremiah 15:1-4 NLT) 

God Promises More Killing 

I will make Mount Seir utterly desolate, killing off all who try to escape and any who return. I 
will fill your mountains with the dead. Your hills, your valleys, and your streams will be filled 
with people slaughtered by the sword. I will make you desolate forever. Your cities will never be 
rebuilt. Then you will know that I am the LORD. (Ezekiel 35:7-9 NLT) 

The Angel of Death 

My angel will go before you and bring you to the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, Canaanites, 
Hivites, and Jebusites; and I will wipe them out (Exodus 23:23 NAB) 

Destruction of Ai 

Then the LORD said to Joshua, “Do not be afraid or discouraged. Take the entire army and 
attack Ai, for I have given to you the king of Ai, his people, his city, and his land. You will 
destroy them as you destroyed Jericho and its king. But this time you may keep the captured 
goods and the cattle for yourselves. Set an ambush behind the city.” So Joshua and the army of 
Israel set out to attack Ai. Joshua chose thirty thousand fighting men and sent them out at night 
with these orders: “Hide in ambush close behind the city and be ready for action. When our 
main army attacks, the men of Ai will come out to fight as they did before, and we will run away 
from them. We will let them chase us until they have all left the city. For they will say, ‘The 
Israelites are running away from us as they did before. ’ Then you will jump up from your 



ambush and take possession of the city, for the LORD your God will give it to you. Set the city on 
fire, as the LORD has commanded. You have your orders.” So they left that night and lay in 
ambush between Bethel and the west side ofAi. But Joshua remained among the people in the 
camp that night. 

Early the next morning Joshua roused his men and started toward Ai, accompanied by the 
leaders of Israel. They camped on the north side of Ai, with a valley between them and the city. 
That night Joshua sent five thousand men to lie in ambush between Bethel and Ai, on the west 
side of the city. So they stationed the main army north of the city and the ambush west of the 
city. Joshua himself spent that night in the valley. When the king of Ai saw the Israelites across 
the valley, he and all his army hurriedly went out early the next morning and attacked the 
Israelites at a place overlooking the Jordan Valley. But he didn’t realize there was an ambush 
behind the city. Joshua and the Israelite army fled toward the wilderness as though they were 
badly beaten, and all the men in the city were called out to chase after them. In this way, they 
were lured away from the city. There was not a man left in Ai or Bethel who did not chase after 
the Israelites, and the city was left wide open. 

Then the LORD said to Joshua, “Point your spear toward Ai, for I will give you the city.” 

Joshua did as he was commanded. As soon as Joshua gave the signal, the men in ambush 
jumped up and poured into the city. They quickly captured it and set it on fire. When the men of 
Ai looked behind them, smoke from the city was filling the sky, and they had nowhere to go. For 
the Israelites who had fled in the direction of the wilderness now turned on their pursuers. 

When Joshua and the other Israelites saw that the ambush had succeeded and that smoke was 
rising from the city, they turned and attacked the men ofAi. Then the Israelites who were inside 
the city came out and started killing the enemy from the rear. So the men ofAi were caught in a 
trap, and all of them died. Not a single person survived or escaped. Only the king ofAi was 
taken alive and brought to Joshua. 

When the Israelite army finished killing all the men outside the city, they went back and finished 
off everyone inside. So the entire population ofAi was wiped out that day - twelve thousand in 
all. For Joshua kept holding out his spear until everyone who had lived in Ai was completely 
destroyed. Only the cattle and the treasures of the city were not destroyed, for the Israelites kept 
these for themselves, as the LORD had commanded Joshua. So Ai became a permanent mound 
of ruins, desolate to this very day. Joshua hung the king ofAi on a tree and left him there until 
evening. At sunset the Israelites took down the body and threw it in front of the city gate. They 
piled a great heap of stones over him that can still be seen today. (Joshua 8:1-29 NLT) 

Killing at Jericho 

When the people heard the sound of the horns, they shouted as loud as they could. Suddenly, the 
walls of Jericho collapsed, and the Israelites charged straight into the city from every side and 
captured it. They completely destroyed everything in it - men and women, young and old, cattle, 
sheep, donkeys - everything. (Joshua 6:20-21 NLT) 

God Kills an Extended Family 

“You have done more evil than all who lived before you. You have made other gods and have 
made me furious with your gold calves. And since you have turned your back on me, I will bring 



disaster on your dynasty and kill all your sons, slave or free alike. I will burn up your royal 
dynasty as one burns up trash until it is all gone. I, the LORD, vow that the members of your 
family who die in the city will be eaten by dogs, and those who die in the field will be eaten by 
vultures.Then Ahijah said to Jeroboam’s wife, “Go on home, and when you enter the city, the 
child will die. All Israel will mourn for him and bury him. He is the only member of your family 
who will have a proper burial, for this child is the only good thing that the LORD, the God of 
Israel, sees in the entire family of Jeroboam. And the LORD will raise up a king over Israel who 
will destroy the family of Jeroboam. This will happen today, even now! Then the LORD will 
shake Israel like a reed whipped about in a stream. He will uproot the people of Israel from this 
good land that he gave their ancestors and will scatter them beyond the Euphrates River, for they 
have angered the LORD by worshiping Asherah poles. He will abandon Israel because 
Jeroboam sinned and made all of Israel sin along with him.” (1 Kings 14:9-16 NLT) 

Mass Murder 

The men of Israel withdrew through the territory of the Benjaminites, putting to the sword the 
inhabitants of the city, the livestock, and all they chanced upon. Moreover they destroyed by fire 
all the cities they came upon. (Judges 20:48 NAB) 

The Angel of Death 

That night the angel of the Lord went forth and struck down one hundred and eighty five 
thousand men in the Assyrian camp. Early the next morning, there they were, all the corpuses of 
the dead. (2 Kings 19:35 NAB) 

Kill Your Neighbors 

(Moses) stood at the entrance to the camp and shouted, “All of you who are on the LORD’S side, 
come over here and join me.” And all the Levites came. He told them, “This is what the LORD, 
the God of Israel, says: Strap on your swords! Go back and forth from one end of the camp to 
the other, killing even your brothers, friends, and neighbors.” The Levites obeyed Moses, and 
about three thousand people died that day. Then Moses told the Levites, “Today you have been 
ordained for the service of the LORD, for you obeyed him even though it meant killing your own 
sons and brothers. Because of this, he will now give you a great blessing. ” (Exodus 32:26-29 
NLT) 

Kill the Family of Sinners 

And Joshua said to Achan, My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the LORD God of Israel, and make 
confession to him; and tell me now what thou hast done, hide it not from me. And Achan 
answered Joshua, and said, Indeed I have sinned against the LORD God of Israel, and thus and 
thus have I done. When I saw among the spoils a goodly Babylonish garment, and two hundred 
shekels of silver, and a wedge of gold of fifty shekels weight, then I coveted them, and took them, 
and behold, they are hid in the earth in the midst of my tent, and the silver under it” [Note that 
the sin is not looting, but failing to give the loot to the treasury of the Lord.] “So Joshua sent 
messengers, and they ran to the tent, and behold, it was hid in his tent, and the silver under it 
And they took them from the midst of the tent, and brought them to Joshua, and to all the 
children of Israel, and laid them out before the LORD. And Joshua, and all Israel with him, 



took Achan the son of Zerah, and the silver, and the garment, and the wedge of gold, and his 
sons, and his daughters, and his oxen, and his asses, and his sheep, and his tent, and all that he 
had: and they brought them to the valley of Achor. And Joshua said, why hast thou troubled us? 
the LORD shall trouble thee this day. And all Israel stoned him with stones, and burned them 
with fire, after they had stoned them with stones. And they raised over him a great heap of stones 
to this day. So the LORD turned from the fierceness of his anger: wherefore the name of that 
place was called the valley of Achor to this day. (Joshua 7:19-26 Webster’s Bible) 

Kill Followers of Other Religions 

While the Israelites were camped at Acacia, some of the men defiled themselves by sleeping with 
the local Moabite women. These women invited them to attend sacrifices to their gods, and soon 
the Israelites were feasting with them and worshiping the gods of Moab. Before long Israel was 
joining in the worship of Baal of Peor, causing the LORD’S anger to blaze against his people. 

The LORD issued the following command to Moses: “Seize all the ringleaders and execute them 
before the LORD in broad daylight, so his fierce anger will turn away from the people of Israel.” 
So Moses ordered Israel’s judges to execute everyone who had joined in worshiping Baal of Peor. 
Just then one of the Israelite men brought a Midianite woman into the camp, right before the 
eyes of Moses and all the people, as they were weeping at the entrance of the Tabernacle. When 
Phinehas son of Eleazar and grandson of Aaron the priest saw this, he jumped up and left the 
assembly. Then he took a spear and rushed after the man into his tent. Phinehas thrust the spear 
all the way through the man’s body and into the woman’s stomach. So the plague against the 
Israelites was stopped, but not before 24,000 people had died. (Numbers 25:1-9 NLT) 

Murder 

At the customary time for offering the evening sacrifice, Elijah the prophet walked up to the altar 
and prayed, “O LORD, God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, prove today that you are God in 
Israel and that I am your servant. Prove that I have done all this at your command. O LORD, 
answer me! Answer me so these people will know that you, O LORD, are God and that you have 
brought them back to yourself.” Immediately the fire of the LORD flashed down from heaven 
and burned up the young bull, the wood, the stones, and the dust. It even licked up all the water 
in the ditch! And when the people saw it, they fell on their faces and cried out, “The LORD is 
God! The LORD is God!” Then Elijah commanded, “Seize all the prophets of Baal. Don’t let a 
single one escape!” So the people seized them all, and Elijah took them down to the Kishon 
Valley and killed them there. (1 Kings 18:36-40 NLT) 

Kill All of Babylon 

“Go up, my warriors, against the land of Merathaim and against the people of Pekod. Yes, march 
against Babylon, the land of rebels, a land that I will judge! Pursue, kill, and completely destroy 
them, as I have commanded you,” says the LORD. “Let the battle cry be heard in the land, a 
shout of great destruction”. (Jeremiah 50:21-22 NLT) 

Micah Kills a Whole Town 

Then, with Micah’s idols and his priest, the men of Dan came to the town of Laish, whose people 
were peaceful and secure. They attacked and killed all the people and burned the town to the 



ground. There was no one to rescue the residents of the town, for they lived a great distance 
from Sidon and had no allies nearby. This happened in the valley near Beth-rehob.Then the 
people of the tribe of Dan rebuilt the town and lived there. They renamed the town Dan after 
their ancestor, Israel’s son, but it had originally been called Laish. (Judges 18:27-29 NLT) (Note 
that God approves of this slaughter in verse 6.) 


Slavery 

Except for murder, slavery has got to be one of the most immoral things a person can do. Yet 
slavery is rampant throughout the Bible in both the Old and New Testaments. The Bible 
clearly approves of slavery in many passages, and it goes so far as to tell how to obtain slaves, 
how hard you can beat them, and when you can have sex with the female slaves. 

Many Jews and Christians will try to ignore the moral problems of slavery by saying that 
these slaves were actually servants or indentured servants. Many translations of the Bible use 
the word “servant”, “bondservant”, or “manservant” instead of “slave” to make the Bible 
seem less immoral than it really is. While many slaves may have worked as household 
servants, that doesn’t mean that they were not slaves who were bought, sold, and treated 
worse than livestock. 

The following passage shows that slaves are clearly property to be bought and sold like 
livestock. 

However, you may purchase male or female slaves from among the foreigners who live among 
you. You may also purchase the children of such resident foreigners, including those who have 
been born in your land. You may treat them as your property, passing them on to your children 
as a permanent inheritance. You may treat your slaves like this, but the people of Israel, your 
relatives, must never be treated this way. (Leviticus 25:44-46 NLT) 

The following passage describes how the Hebrew slaves are to be treated. 

If you buy a Hebrew slave, he is to serve for only six years. Set him free in the seventh year, and 
he will owe you nothing for his freedom. If he was single when he became your slave and then 
married afterward, only he will go free in the seventh year. But if he was married before he 
became a slave, then his wife will be freed with him. If his master gave him a wife while he was 
a slave, and they had sons or daughters, then the man will be free in the seventh year, but his 
wife and children will still belong to his master. But the slave may plainly declare, T love my 
master, my wife, and my children. I would rather not go free. ’ If he does this, his master must 
present him before God. Then his master must take him to the door and publicly pierce his ear 
with an awl. After that, the slave will belong to his master forever. (Exodus 21:2-6 NLT) 



Notice how they can get a male Hebrew slave to become a permanent slave by keeping his wife 
and children hostage until he says he wants to become a permanent slave. What kind of 
family values are these? 

The following passage describes the sickening practice of sex slavery. How can anyone think 
it is moral to sell your own daughter as a sex slave? 

When a man sells his daughter as a slave, she will not be freed at the end of six years as the men 
are. If she does not please the man who bought her, he may allow her to be bought back again. 
But he is not allowed to sell her to foreigners, since he is the one who broke the contract with 
her. And if the slave girl’s owner arranges for her to marry his son, he may no longer treat her 
as a slave girl, but he must treat her as his daughter. If he himself marries her and then takes 
another wife, he may not reduce her food or clothing or fail to sleep with her as his wife. If he 
fails in any of these three ways, she may leave as a free woman without making any payment. 
(Exodus 21:7-11 NLT) 

So these are the Bible family values! A man can buy as many sex slaves as he wants as long as 
he feeds them, clothes them, and has sex with them! 

What does the Bible say about beating slaves? It says you can beat both male and female 
slaves with a rod so hard that as long as they don’t die right away you are cleared of any 
wrong doing 

When a man strikes his male or female slave with a rod so hard that the slave dies under his 
hand, he shall be punished. If, however, the slave survives for a day or two, he is not to be 
punished, since the slave is his own property. (Exodus 21:20-21 NAB) 

You would think that Jesus and the New Testament would have a different view of slavery, but 
slavery is still approved of in the New Testament, as the following passages show. 

Slaves, obey your earthly masters with deep respect and fear. Serve them sincerely as you would 
serve Christ. (Ephesians 6:5 NLT) 

Christians who are slaves should give their masters full respect so that the name of God and his 
teaching will not be shamed. If your master is a Christian, that is no excuse for being 
disrespectful. You should work all the harder because you are helping another believer by your 
efforts. Teach these truths, Timothy, and encourage everyone to obey them. (1 Timothy 6:1-2 
NLT) 

In the following parable, Jesus clearly approves of beating slaves even if they didn’t know 
they were doing anything wrong. 

The servant will be severely punished, for though he knew his duty, he refused to do it “But 
people who are not aware that they are doing wrong will be punished only lightly. Much is 
required from those to whom much is given, and much more is required from those to whom 
much more is given.” (Luke 12:47-48 NLT) 



Rape in the Bible 

Rape is one of the most heinous crimes imaginable. Yet few people know that the Bible often 
condones and even approves of rape. How anyone can get their moral guidance from a book 
that allows rape escapes me. Perhaps they have been lied to about the Bible and carefully 
detoured around all the nasty stuff in the Bible. 

So grab your Bibles and follow along as I show you all the nasty rapes that your priests and 
preachers don’t want to tell you about. Note that in many places in the Bible there are 
references to “taking a wife”. Don’t be fooled into thinking that these were voluntary 
marriages. This first quote clearly shows that murder and force were used to “take” these 
wives. 

1) Murder, rape, and pillage at Jabesh-gilead (Judges 21:10-24 NLT) 

So they sent twelve thousand warriors to Jabesh-gilead with orders to kill everyone there, 
including women and children. “This is what you are to do,” they said. “Completely destroy all 
the males and every woman who is not a virgin.” Among the residents of Jabesh-gilead they 
found four hundred young virgins who had never slept with a man, and they brought them to the 
camp at Shiloh in the land of Canaan. 

The Israelite assembly sent a peace delegation to the little remnant of Benjamin who were living 
at the rock of Rimmon. Then the men of Benjamin returned to their homes, and the four 
hundred women of Jabesh-gilead who were spared were given to them as wives. But there were 
not enough women for all of them. The people felt sorry for Benjamin because the LORD had 
left this gap in the tribes of Israel. So the Israelite leaders asked, “How can we find wives for the 
few who remain, since all the women of the tribe of Benjamin are dead? There must be heirs for 
the survivors so that an entire tribe of Israel will not be lost forever. But we cannot give them 
our own daughters in marriage because we have sworn with a solemn oath that anyone who does 
this will fall under God’s curse.” 

Then they thought of the annual festival of the LORD held in Shiloh, between Lebonah and 
Bethel, along the east side of the road that goes from Bethel to Shechem. They told the men of 
Benjamin who still needed wives, “Go and hide in the vineyards. When the women of Shiloh 
come out for their dances, rush out from the vineyards, and each of you can take one of them 
home to be your wife! And when their fathers and brothers come to us in protest, we will tell 
them, ‘Please be understanding. Let them have your daughters, for we didn’t find enough wives 
for them when we dest60royed Jabesh-gilead. And you are not guilty of breaking the vow since 
you did not give your daughters in marriage to them.So the men of Benjamin did as they were 
told. They kidnapped the women who took part in the celebration and carried them off to the 
land of their own inheritance. Then they rebuilt their towns and lived in them. So the assembly 
of Israel departed by tribes and families, and they returned to their own homes. 

Obviously these women were repeatedly raped. These sick bastards killed and raped an 
entire town and then wanted more virgins, so they hid beside the road to kidnap and rape 
some more. How can anyone see this as anything but evil? 

2) Murder, rape and pillage of the Midianites (Numbers 31:7-18 NLT) 



They attacked Midianjust as the LORD had commanded Moses, and they killed all the men. All 
five of the Midianite kings - Evi, Rekem, Zur, Hur, and Reba - died in the battle. They also 
killed Balaam son of Beor with the sword. Then the Israelite army captured the Midianite 
women and children and seized their cattle and flocks and all their wealth as plunder. They 
burned all the towns and villages where the Midianites had lived. After they had gathered the 
plunder and captives, both people and animals, they brought them all to Moses and Eleazar the 
priest, and to the whole community of Israel, which was camped on the plains of Moab beside the 
Jordan River, across from Jericho. 

Moses, Eleazar the priest, and all the leaders of the people went to meet them outside the camp. 
But Moses was furious with all the military commanders who had returned from the battle. 

“Why have you let all the women live?” he demanded. “These are the very ones who followed 
Balaam’s advice and caused the people of Israel to rebel against the LORD at Mount Peor. They 
are the ones who caused the plague to strike the LORD’S people. Now kill all the boys and all the 
women who have slept with a man. Only the young girls who are virgins may live; you may keep 
them for yourselves. 

Clearly Moses and God approves of rape of virgins. 

3) More Murder Rape and Pillage (Deuteronomy 20:10-14) 

As you approach a town to attack it, first offer its people terms for peace. If they accept your 
terms and open the gates to you, then all the people inside will serve you in forced labor. But if 
they refuse to make peace and prepare to fight, you must attack the town. When the LORD your 
God hands it over to you, kill every man in the town. But you may keep for yourselves all the 
women, children, livestock, and other plunder. You may enjoy the spoils of your enemies that the 
LORD your God has given you. 

What kind of God approves of murder, rape, and slavery? 

4) Laws of Rape (Deuteronomy 22:28-29 NAB) 

If a man is caught in the act of raping a young woman who is not engaged, he must pay fifty 
pieces of silver to her father. Then he must marry the young woman because he violated her, and 
he will never be allowed to divorce her. 

What kind of lunatic would make a rape victim marry her attacker? Answer: God. 

5) Death to the Rape Victim (Deuteronomy 22:23-24 NAB) 

If within the city a man comes upon a maiden who is betrothed, and has relations with her, you 
shall bring them both out of the gate of the city and there stone them to death: the girl because 
she did not cry out for help though she was in the city, and the man because he violated his 
neighbors wife. 

It is clear that God doesn’t give a damn about the rape victim. He is only concerned about the 
violation of another mans “property”. 

6) David’s Punishment - Polygamy, Rape, Baby Killing, and God’s “Forgiveness” (2 Samuel 
12:11-14 NAB) 



Thus says the Lord: T will bring evil upon you out of your own house. I will take your wives 
[plural] while you live to see it, and will give them to your neighbor. He shall lie with your wives 
in broad daylight You have done this deed in secret, but I will bring it about in the presence of 
all Israel, and with the sun looking down. ’ 

Then David said to Nathan, “I have sinned against the Lord.” Nathan answered David: “The 
Lord on his part has forgiven your sin: you shall not die. But since you have utterly spurned the 
Lord by this deed, the child born to you must surely die.” [The child dies seven days later.] 

This has got to be one of the sickest quotes of the Bible. God himself brings the completely 
innocent rape victims to the rapist. What kind of pathetic loser would do something so evil? 
And then he kills a child! This is sick, really sick! 

7) Rape of Female Captives (Deuteronomy 21:10-14 NAB) 

“When you go out to war against your enemies and the LORD, your God, delivers them into your 
hand, so that you take captives, if you see a comely woman among the captives and become so 
enamored of her that you wish to have her as wife, you may take her home to your house. But 
before she may live there, she must shave her head and pare her nails and lay aside her captive’s 
garb. After she has mourned her father and mother for a full month, you may have relations 
with her, and you shall be her husband and she shall be your wife. However, if later on you lose 
your liking for her, you shall give her her freedom, if she wishes it; but you shall not sell her or 
enslave her, since she was married to you under compulsion.” 

Once again God approves of forcible rape. 

8) Rape and the Spoils of War (Judges 5:30 NAB) 

They must be dividing the spoils they took: there must be a damsel or two for each man, Spoils of 
dyed cloth as Sisera’s spoil, an ornate shawl or two for me in the spoil. (Judges 5:30 NAB) 

9) Sex Slaves (Exodus 21:7-11 NLT) 

When a man sells his daughter as a slave, she will not be freed at the end of six years as the men 
are. If she does not please the man who bought her, he may allow her to be bought back again. 
But he is not allowed to sell her to foreigners, since he is the one who broke the contract with 
her. And if the slave girl’s owner arranges for her to marry his son, he may no longer treat her 
as a slave girl, but he must treat her as his daughter. If he himself marries her and then takes 
another wife, he may not reduce her food or clothing or fail to sleep with her as his wife. If he 
fails in any of these three ways, she may leave as a free woman without making any payment 
(Exodus 21:7-11 NLT) 

10) God Assists Rape and Plunder (Zechariah 14:1-2 NAB) 

Lo, a day shall come for the Lord when the spoils shall be divided in your midst And I will 
gather all the nations against Jerusalem for battle: the city shall be taken, houses plundered, 
women ravished; half of the city shall go into exile, but the rest of the people shall not be 
removed from the city. (Zechariah 14:1-2 NAB) 



Ritual Human Sacrifice 

Ritual Human Sacrifice in the Bible 

(Why does God want me to burn animals and humans?) 

The Bible, especially the Old Testament, is filled with numerous stories of animal and human 
sacrifice. God, we are told, likes the pleasing aroma of burning flesh. Animal sacrifice is 
much more common than human sacrifice, but both occur and are “pleasing to the Lord”. 

Genesis, the first book of the Bible, has Abraham preparing to sacrifice his son to God. “ Take 
your son, your only son -yes, Isaac, whom you love so much - and go to the land of Moriah. 
Sacrifice him there as a burnt offering on one of the mountains, which I will point out to you. ” 
(Genesis 22:1-18) Abraham takes his own son up on a mountain and builds an altar upon 
which to burn him. He even lies to his son and has him help build the altar. Then Abraham 
ties his son to the altar and puts a knife to his throat. He then hears God tell him this was just 
a test of his faith. However, God still wanted to smell some burnt flesh so he tells Abraham to 
burn a ram. 

Even though he didn’t kill his son, it is still an incredibly cruel and evil thing to do. If 
Abraham did that today he would be in jail serving a long sentence as someone’s prison- 
bitch. It amazes me how Christians see this story as a sign of God’s love. There is no love 
here, just pure unadulterated evil. 

The first seven chapters of Leviticus have extensive rules regarding animal and food 
sacrifices. These offerings are supposed to be burnt so that God can smell them. If you read 
through these it seems clear to me that the priests were getting their followers to make a big 
feast for them every week. The priests were very particular about what kind of food to bring 
and how to prepare it. 

Even more peculiar is God’s obsession with first-born sons. In Exodus 13:2 the Lord said 
“Consecrate to me every first-born that opens the womb among Israelites, both man and beast, 
for it belongs to me.” Later it says that you can redeem (replace) an ass with a sheep and that 
you must redeem a child for an unspecified price. It is clear from the context that 
“consecrate” means a burning sacrifice. These priests are guilty of theft and kidnapping. 
Since any sins in the Old Testament were punishable by death, these priests used the threat of 
death to extort food and money from their followers. What do we call a scum-bag that 
threatens to kill your kids unless you pay a ransom? A kidnapper! If these priests were alive 
today they would be in prison with Abraham. 

However, in Leviticus 27:28-29, the Lord allows for no redemptions. “Note also that any one 
of his possessions which a man vows as doomed to the Lord, whether it is a human being or an 
animal, or a hereditary field, shall be neither sold nor ransomed; everything that is thus doomed 
becomes most sacred to the Lord. All human beings that are doomed lose the right to be 
redeemed; they must be put to death.” I must admit that I am a bit confused by this 
contradiction, but it might only apply to slaves in your possession. Not that it makes any 
difference. A human sacrifice is a human sacrifice, and it is just sick. 



Bible Passages About Ritual Human Sacrifice 
Jephthah Burns His Daughter 

“At that time the Spirit of the LORD came upon Jephthah, and he went throughout the land of 
Gilead and Manasseh, including Mizpah in Gilead, and led an army against the Ammonites. 

And Jephthah made a vow to the LORD. He said, “If you give me victory over the Ammonites, I 
will give to the LORD the first thing coming out of my house to greet me when I return in 
triumph. I will sacrifice it as a burnt offering.” 

“So Jephthah led his army against the Ammonites, and the LORD gave him victory. He 
thoroughly defeated the Ammonites from Aroer to an area near Minnith - twenty towns - and as 
far away as Abel-keramim. Thus Israel subdued the Ammonites. When Jephthah returned home 
to Mizpah, his daughter - his only child - ran out to meet him, playing on a tambourine and 
dancing for joy. When he saw her, he tore his clothes in anguish. “My daughter!” he cried out. 
“My heart is breaking! What a tragedy that you came out to greet me. For I have made a vow to 
the LORD and cannot take it back.” And she said, “Father, you have made a promise to the 
LORD. You must do to me what you have promised, for the LORD has given you a great victory 
over your enemies, the Ammonites. But first let me go up and roam in the hills and weep with 
my friends for two months, because I will die a virgin.” “You may go,” Jephthah said. And he let 
her go away for two months. She and her friends went into the hills and wept because she would 
never have children. When she returned home, her father kept his vow, and she died a virgin. So 
it has become a custom in Israel for young Israelite women to go away for four days each year to 
lament the fate of Jephthah’s daughter.” ('Judges 11:29-40 NLT) 

God Commands Burning Humans 

[The Lord speaking] “The one who has stolen what was set apart for destruction will himself be 
burned with fire, along with everything he has, for he has broken the covenant of the LORD and 
has done a horrible thing in Israel.” (Joshua 7:15 NLT) 

Josiah and Human Sacrifice 

At the LORD’S command, a man of God from Judah went to Bethel, and he arrived there just as 
Jeroboam was approaching the altar to offer a sacrifice. Then at the LORD’S command, he 
shouted, “O altar, altar! This is what the LORD says: A child named Josiah will be born into the 
dynasty of David. On you he will sacrifice the priests from the pagan shrines who come here to 
burn incense, and human bones will be burned on you. “ (1 Kings 13:1-2 NLT) 

He [Josiah] executed the priests of the pagan shrines on their own altars, and he burned human 
bones on the altars to desecrate them. Finally, he returned to Jerusalem. King Josiah then 
issued this order to all the people: “You must celebrate the Passover to the LORD your God, as it 
is written in the Book of the Covenant.” There had not been a Passover celebration like that 
since the time when the judges ruled in Israel, throughout all the years of the kings of Israel and 
Judah. This Passover was celebrated to the LORD in Jerusalem during the eighteenth year of 
King Josiah’s reign. Josiah also exterminated the mediums and psychics, the household gods, 
and every other kind of idol worship, both in Jerusalem and throughout the land of Judah. He 
did this in obedience to all the laws written in the scroll that Hilkiah the priest had found in the 



LORD’S Temple. Never before had there been a king like Josiah, who turned to the LORD with 
all his heart and soul and strength, obeying all the laws of Moses. And there has never been a 
king like him since. (2 Kings 23:20-25 NLT) 

Human Sacrifice 

Chastised a little, they shall be greatly blessed, because God tried them and found them worthy of 
himself. As gold in the furnace, he proved them, and as sacrificial offerings he took them to 
himself. In the time of their visitation they shall shine, and shall dart about as sparks through 
stubble; (Wisdom 3:5-7 NAB The Book of The Wisdom of Solomon is mostly in Catholic 
versions of the Bible.) 

Child Sacrifice 


And this became a hidden trap for mankind, because men, in bondage to misfortune or to royal 
authority, bestowed on objects of stone or wood the name that ought not to be shared. Afterward 
it was not enough for them to err about the knowledge of God, but they live in great strife due to 
ignorance, and they call such great evils peace. For whether they kill children in their 
initiations, or celebrate secret mysteries, or hold frenzied revels with strange customs... (Wisdom 
14:21-23 RSV) The Book of The Wisdom of Solomon is mostly in Catholic versions of the 
Bible. This passage condemns human sacrifice but acknowledges that it did happen by early 
God worshipers. 

Humans are Fuel for Fire 

As for you, son of man, prophesy: Thus says the Lord GOD against the Ammonites and their 
insults: A sword, a sword is drawn for slaughter, burnished to consume and to flash lightning, 
because you planned with false visions and lying divinations to lay it on the necks of depraved 
and wicked men whose day has come when their crimes are at an end. Return it to its sheath! In 
the place where you were created, in the land of your origin, I will judge you. I will pour out my 
indignation upon you, breathing my fiery wrath upon you, I will hand you over to ravaging men, 
artisans of destruction. You shall be fuel for the fire, your blood shall flow throughout the land. 
You shall not be remembered, for I, the LORD, have spoken. (Ezekiel 21:33-37 NAB) 

Burn Nonbelievers 

“Suppose you hear in one of the towns the LORD your God is giving you that some worthless 
rabble among you have led their fellow citizens astray by encouraging them to worship foreign 
gods. In such cases, you must examine the facts carefully. If you find it is true and can prove 
that such a detestable act has occurred among you, you must attack that town and completely 
destroy all its inhabitants, as well as all the livestock. Then you must pile all the plunder in the 
middle of the street and burn it. Put the entire town to the torch as a burnt offering to the LORD 
your God. That town must remain a ruin forever; it may never be rebuilt. Keep none of the 
plunder that has been set apart for destruction. Then the LORD will turn from his fierce anger 
and be merciful to you. He will have compassion on you and make you a great nation, just as he 
solemnly promised your ancestors. “The LORD your God will be merciful only if you obey him 



and keep all the commands I am giving you today, doing what is pleasing to him.” (Deuteronomy 
13:13-19 NLT) 


So the next time some Christian tells you about the “love of God”, show them this page and 
ask them “Why does God want me to burn animals and humans?”

Therefore I tell you, all that you ask for in prayer, believe that you will receive it and it shall be 
yours. (Mark 11:24-25 NAB) 

5) And I tell you, ask and you will receive; seek and you will find; knock and the door will be 
opened to you. For everyone who asks, receives; and the one who seeks, finds; and to the one 
who knocks, the door will be opened. (Luke 11:9-13 NAB) 

6) And whatever you ask in my name, I will do, so that the Father may be glorified in the Son. If 
you ask anything of me in my name, I will do it (John 14:13-14 NAB) 

7) If you remain in me and my words remain in you, ask for whatever you want and it will be 
done for you. (John 15:7 NAB) 



8) It was not you who chose me, but I who chose you and appointed you to go and bear fruit that 
will remain, so that whatever you ask the Father in my name he may give you. (John 15:16 NAB) 


9) On that day you will not question me about anything. Amen, amen, I say to you, whatever you 
ask the Father in my name he will give you. Until now you have not asked anything in my name; 
ask and you will receive, so that your joy may be complete. (John 16:23-24 NAB) 

A lot of Christians ignore what Jesus actually says in the Bible. They also tend to add things 
to the actual words to make them say something else.

Hitler Was a Christian 

The Holocaust was caused by Christian fundamentalism: 

History is currently being distorted by the millions of Christians who lie to have us believe 
that the Holocaust was not a Christian deed. Through subterfuge and concealment, many of 
today’s Church leaders and faithful Christians have camouflaged the Christianity of Adolf 
Hitler and have attempted to mark him an atheist, a pagan cult worshiper, or a false Christian 
in order to place his misdeeds on those with out Jesus. However, from the earliest formation 
of the Nazi party and throughout the period of conquest and growth, Hitler expressed his 
Christian support to the German citizenry and soldiers. Those who would make Hitler an 
atheist should turn their eyes to history books before they address their pews and chat rooms. 

Editor’s Note: I never thought I would have to say this but Nazis are bad people, very bad 
people, who should be shot on sight. If your father is a Nazi you should shoot him. (That last 
line applies especially to Donald Trump Jr.) 

Considering that Christianity has thus far been incapable of producing an unbiased, educated 
follower which speaks the truth, (I haven’t encountered any), I have been forced to dispel the 
myth by writing this essay. It is not until I bring up his speeches, my personal info on the Nazi 
regime and their tactics that a Christian will begin to question what their clergy told them. (I 
am the offspring of a German soldier. My Opa served under Hitler in WW2 and my father 
was raised during the time of the Nazi regime. This is important information to take into 
consideration for I am privy to some info that most Americans do not know. It is common for 
American media and education institutions to lie to their citizens concerning Nazi Germany.) 
So, in presenting this information I must break it into four parts: 1) Facts about Hitler and 
his involvement with the Church. 2) How the Church was the catalyst for anti-Semitism. 3) 
Facts concerning how the Nazi regime drilled these beliefs into Germanic society. 4) Quotes 



Hitler made which prove he had a disdain for atheism/occultism, upheld his Christian faith, 
and hated Jews due to his Christianity. 

Hitler’s involvement with the Church: 

a) Hitler was baptized as Roman Catholic during infancy in Austria. 

b) As Hitler approached boyhood he attended a monastery school. (On his way to school 
young Adolf daily observed a stone arch which was carved with the monastery’s coat of arms 
bearing a swastika.) 

c) Hitler was a communicant and an altar boy in the Catholic Church. 

d) As a young man he was confirmed as a “soldier of Christ.” His most ardent goal at the 
time was to become a priest. Hitler writes of his love for the church and clergy: “I had 
excellent opportunity to intoxicate myself with the solemn splendor of the brilliant church 
festivals. As was only natural, the abbot seemed to me, as the village priest had once seemed 
to my father, the highest and most desirable ideal.” -Adolf Hitler (Mein Kampf) 

e) Hitler was NEVER excommunicated nor condemned by his church. Matter of fact the 
Church felt he was JUST and “avenging for God” in attacking the Jews for they deemed the 
Semites the killers of Jesus. 

f) Hitler, Franco and Mussolini were given VETO power over whom the pope could appoint as 
a bishop in Germany, Spain and Italy. In turn they surtaxed the Catholics and gave the 
money to the Vatican. Hitler wrote a speech in which he talks about this alliance, this is an e 



“The fact that the Vatican is concluding a treaty with the 
new Germany means the acknowledgment of the National Socialist state by the Catholic 
Church. This treaty shows the whole world clearly and unequivocally that the assertion that 
National Socialism [Nazism] is hostile to religion is a lie.” Adolf Hitler, 22 July 1933, writing 
to the Nazi Party 

g) Hitler worked CLOSELY with Pope Pius in converting Germanic society and supporting 
the church. The Church absorbed Nazi ideals and preached them as part of their sermons in 
turn Hitler placed Catholic teachings in public education. This photo depicts Hitler with 



Archbishop Cesare Orsenigo, the papal nuncio in Berlin. It was taken On April 20, 1939, 
when Orsenigo celebrated Hitler’s birthday. The celebrations were initiated by Pacelli (Pope 
Pius XII) and became a tradition. 

Each April 20, Cardinal Bertram of Berlin was to send “warmest congratulations to the 
Fuhrer in the name of the bishops and the dioceses in Germany with “fervent prayers which 
the Catholics of Germany are sending to heaven on their altars.” (If you would like to know 
more about the secret dealings of Hitler and the Pope I recommend you get a book titled: 
Hitler’s Pope: The Secret History of Pius XII, by John Cornwell) 

h) Due to Hitler’s involvement with the Church he began enacting doctrines of the Church as 
law. He outlawed all abortion, raged a death war on all homosexuals, and demanded corporal 
punishment in schools and home. Many times Hitler addressed the church and promised that 
Germany would implement its teachings: “The National Socialist State professes its allegiance 
to positive Christianity. It will be its honest endeavor to protect both the great Christian 
Confessions in their rights, to secure them from interference with their doctrines (Lehren), 
and in their duties to constitute a harmony with the views and the exigencies of the State of 
today.” -Adolf Hitler, on 26 June 1934, to Catholic bishops to assure them that he would take 
action against the new pagan propaganda “Providence has caused me to be Catholic, and I 
know therefore how to handle this Church.” -Adolf Hitler, reportedly to have said in Berlin in 
1936 on the enmity of the Catholic Church to National Socialism 

How Christianity was the catalyst of the Holocaust: 

Hitler’s anti-Semitism grew out of his Christian education. Austria and Germany were 
majorly Christian during his time and they held the belief that Jews were an inferior status to 
Aryan Christians. The Christians blamed the Jews for the killing of Jesus. Jewish hatred did 
not actually spring from Hitler, it came from the preaching of Catholic priests and Protestant 
ministers throughout Germany for hundreds of years. The Protestant leader, Martin Luther, 
himself, held a livid hatred for Jews and their Jewish religion. In his book, “On the Jews and 
their Lies,” Luther set the standard for Jewish hatred in Protestant Germany up until World 
War 2. Hitler expressed a great admiration for Martin Luther constantly quoting his works 
and beliefs. 

Now, you must remember before Hitler rose to Chancellor of Germany the country was in a 
deep economic depression due to the Versailles treaty. The Versailles treaty demanded that 
Germans made financial reparations for the previous war and Germany simply was not self 
sufficient enough in order to pay the debt. Hitler was the leader that raised Germany out of 
the depression and brought them back to a world recognized power. Due to his annulment of 
the financial woes of the Germanic people he became their redeemer and they anointed him as 
the leader of the German Reich Christian Church in 1933. This placed him in power of the 
German Christian Socialist movement which legislates their political and religious agendas. It 
united all denominations, mainly the Protestant/Catholic and Lutheran people to instill faith 
in a national Christianity. 

How the Nazi Regime converted the people: 



a) In the 1920s, Hitler’s German Workers’ Party (pre Nazi term) adopted a “Programme” 
with twenty-five points (the Nazi version of a constitution). In point twenty-four, their intent 
clearly demonstrates, from the very beginning, their stand in favor of a “positive” 

Christianity: “We demand liberty for all religious denominations in the State, so far as they 
are not a danger to it and do not militate against the morality and moral sense of the German 
race. The Party, as such, stands for positive Christianity, but does not bind itself in the matter 
of creed to any particular confession...” 

b) The Nazi regime started a youth movement which preached its agenda to impressionable 
children. Hitler backed up the notion that all people need faith and religious education: “By 
helping to raise man above the level of bestial vegetation, faith contributes in reality to the 
securing and safeguarding of his existence. Take away from present-day mankind its 
education-based, religious- dogmatic principles- or, practically speaking, ethical-moral 
principles- by abolishing this religious education, but without replacing it by an equivalent, 
and the result will be a grave shock to the foundations of their existence.” - Adolf Hitler 
(Mein Kampf) 

c) The Nazi regime began to control schools insisting that Christianity was taught. 

d) The Nazi regime included anti-Semitic Christian writings in textbooks and they were not 
removed from Christian doctrines until 1961. 

e) The Nazi regime having full blown power over the people began to forcibly convert all its 
military. 

f) The Nazi regime forced the German soldiers to wear religious symbols such as the swastika 


and they placed religious sayings on military gear. An examp 
here is this German army belt buckle (I believe my Grandfather had one) which reads Gott 
Mit Uns. For those of you who do not speak German it is translated as “God With Us”. 

g) The German troops were often forced to get sprinkled with holy water and listen to a 
sermon by a Catholic priest before going out on a maneuver. 

h) The Nazis created a secret service called the “SS Reich” that would act as spies on the 
dealings of other citizens. If anyone was suspected of heresy (Going not only against the 
Socialist party but CHURCH DOCTRINE) they would be prosecuted. 

Quotes from Hitler: 

Hitler’s speeches and proclamations, even more clearly, reveal his faith and feelings toward a 
Christianized Germany. Nazism presents an embarrassment to Christianity and 
demonstrates the danger of their faith So they try to pin him on other theistic views. The 







following words from Hitler show his disdain for atheism, and pagan cults, and reveal the 
strength of his Christian feelings: 

“National Socialism is not a cult-movement- a movement for worship; it is exclusively a ‘volkic’ 
political doctrine based upon racial principles. In its purpose there is no mystic cult, only the 
care and leadership of a people defined by a common blood-relationship... We will not allow 
mystically- minded occult folk with a passion for exploring the secrets of the world beyond to 
steal into our Movement. Such folk are not National Socialists, but something else- in any case 
something which has nothing to do with us. At the head of our programme there stand no secret 
surmisings but clear-cut perception and straightforward profession of belief. But since we set as 
the central point of this perception and of this profession of belief the maintenance and hence 
the security for the future of a being formed by God, we thus serve the maintenance of a divine 
work and fulfill a divine will- not in the secret twilight of a new house of worship, but openly 
before the face of the Lord... Our worship is exclusively the cultivation of the natural, and for 
that reason, because natural, therefore God-willed. Our humility is the unconditional 
submission before the divine laws of existence so far as they are known to us men.” -Adolf 
Hitler, in Nuremberg on 6 Sept.1938. [Christians have always accused Hitler of believing in 
pagan cult mythology. What is written here clearly expresses his stand against cults.] 

“We were convinced that the people needs and requires this faith. We have therefore undertaken 
the fight against the atheistic movement, and that not merely with a few theoretical declarations: 
we have stamped it out” -Adolf Hitler, in a speech in Berlin on 24 Oct. 1933 [This statement 
clearly refutes modern Christians who claim Hitler as favoring atheism. Hitler wanted to 
form a society in which ALL people worshiped Jesus and considered any questioning of such 
to be heresy. The Holocaust was like a modern inquisition, killing all who did not accept 
Jesus. Though more Jews were killed then any other it should be noted that MANY ARYAN 
pagans and atheists were murdered for their non-belief in Christ.] 

Here Hitler uses the Bible and his Christianity in order to attack the Jews and uphold his anti- 
Semitism: 

“My feelings as a Christian points me to my Lord and Savior as a fighter. It points me to the 
man who once in loneliness, surrounded by a few followers, recognized these Jews for what they 
were and summoned men to fight against them and who, God’s truth! was greatest not as a 
sufferer but as a fighter. In boundless love as a Christian and as a man I read through the 
passage which tells us how the Lord at last rose in His might and seized the scourge to drive out 
of the Temple the brood of vipers and adders. How terrific was His fight for the world against 
the Jewish poison. To-day, after two thousand years, with deepest emotion I recognize more 
profoundly than ever before the fact that it was for this that He had to shed His blood upon the 
Cross. As a Christian I have no duty to allow my self to be cheated, but I have the duty to be a 
fighter for truth and justice... And if there is anything which could demonstrate that we are 
acting rightly it is the distress that daily grows . For as a Christian I have also a duty to my own 
people.” -Adolf Hitler, in a speech on 12 April 1922 (Norman H. Baynes, ed. The Speeches of 
Adolf Hitler, April 1922-August 1939, Vol. 1 of 2, pp. 19-20, Oxford University Press, 1942) 

“Christianity could not content itself with building up its own altar; it was absolutely forced to 
undertake the destruction of the heathen altars. Only from this fanatical intolerance could its 



apodictic faith take form; this intolerance is, in fact, its absolute presupposition.” -Adolf Hitler 
Mein Kampf (It is quite obvious here that Hitler is referring to destructing the Judaism alters 
on which Christianity was founded.) 

“The personification of the devil as the symbol of all evil assumes the living shape of the Jew.” 
-Adolf Hitler Mein Kampf (The idea of the devil and the Jew came out of medieval anti- 
Jewish beliefs based on interpretations from the Bible. Martin Luther, and teachers after him, 
continued this “tradition” up until the 20th century.) 

“With satanic joy in his face, the black-haired Jewish youth lurks in wait for the unsuspecting 
girl whom he defiles with his blood, thus stealing her from her people.” -Adolf Hitler Mein 
Kampf (It is common in war for one race to rape another so that they can “defile” the race 
and assimilate their own. Hitler speaks about this very tactic here.) 

“The best characterization is provided by the product of this religious education, the Jew himself. 
His life is only of this world, and his spirit is inwardly as alien to true Christianity as his nature 
two thousand years previous was to the great founder of the new doctrine. Of course, the latter 
made no secret of his attitude toward the Jewish people, and when necessary he even took the 
whip to drive from the temple of the Lord this adversary of all humanity, who then as always saw 
in religion nothing but an instrument for his business existence. In return, Christ was nailed to 
the cross, while our present- day party Christians debase themselves to begging for Jewish votes 
at elections and later try to arrange political swindles with atheistic Jewish parties- and this 
against their own nation.”- Adolf Hitler (Mein Kampf) 

“...the fall of man in paradise has always been followed by his expulsion.” -Adolf Hitler, Mein 
Kampf (See Genesis Chapter 3 where humankind is cast from Eden for their sins. Hitler 
compares this to the need to exterminate the Jews for their sin against Christ.) 

“Hence today I believe that I am acting in accordance with the will of the Almighty Creator: by 
defending myself against the Jew, I am fighting for the work of the Lord.” -Adolf Hitler (Mein 
Kampf) 

“The anti-Semitism of the new movement [Christian Social movement] was based on religious 
ideas instead of racial knowledge.” -Adolf Hitler Mein Kampf (This quote is very interesting 
for it disperses the idea that Hitler raged war due to being an Aryan supremacist. He states 
quite clearly that he has a problem with Jews for their belief not race. That is why many 
German Jews died in WW2 regardless of their Aryan nationality.) 

“Only in the steady and constant application of force lies the very first prerequisite for success. 
This persistence, however, can always and only arise from a definite spiritual conviction. Any 
violence which does not spring from a firm, spiritual base, will be wavering and uncertain. ” - 
Adolf Hitler Mein Kampf (Here Hitler is admitting that his war against the Jews were so 
successful because of his strong Christian Spirituality.) 

Quotes from Other Nazis about Hitler and Religion: 

“Around 1937, when Hitler heard that at the instigation of the party and the SS vast numbers of 
his followers had left the church because it was obstinately opposing his plans, he nevertheless 
ordered his chief associates, above all Goering and Gobbels, to remain members of the church. 



He too would remain a member of the Catholic Church, he said, although he had no real 
attachment to it. And in fact he remained in the church until his suicide.” (Inside the Third 
Reich by Albert Speer page 95-96) 


God is Impossible 

Introduction 

Christians consider the existence of their God to be an obvious truth that no sane man could 
deny. I strongly disagree with this assumption not only because evidence for the existence of 
this presumably ubiquitous yet invisible God is lacking, but because the very nature 
Christians attribute to this God is self-contradictory. 

Proving a Universal Negative 

It is taken for granted by Christians, as well as many atheists, that a universal negative cannot 
be proven. In this case, that universal negative is the statement that the Christian God does 
not exist. One would have to have omniscience, they say, in order to prove that anything does 
not exist. I disagree with this position, however, because omniscience is not needed in order to 
prove that a thing whose nature is a self-contradiction cannot, and therefore does not exist. 

I do not need a complete knowledge of the universe to prove to you that cubic spheres do not 
exist. Such objects have mutually-exclusive attributes which would render their existence 
impossible. For example, a cube, by definition, has 8 corners, while a sphere has none. These 
properties are completely incompatible: they cannot be held simultaneously by the same 
object. It is my intent to show that the supposed properties of the Christian God Yahweh, like 
those of a cubic sphere, are incompatible, and by so doing, to show Yahweh’s existence to be 
an impossibility. 

Defining God 

Before we can discuss the existence of a thing, we must define it. Christians have endowed 
their God with all of the following attributes: He is eternal, all-powerful, and created 
everything. He created all the laws of nature and can change anything by an act of will. He is 
all-good, all-loving, and perfectly just. He is a personal God who experiences all of the 
emotions a human does. He is all-knowing. He sees everything past and future. 

God’s creation was originally perfect, but humans, by disobeying him, brought imperfection 
into the world. Humans are evil and sinful, and must suffer in this world because of their 
sinfulness. God gives humans the opportunity to accept forgiveness for their sin, and all who 
do will be rewarded with eternal bliss in heaven, but while they are on earth, they must suffer 
for his sake. All humans who choose not to accept this forgiveness must go to hell and be 
tormented for eternity. 

One Bible verse which Christians are fond of quoting says that atheists are fools. I intend to 
show that the above concepts of God are completely incompatible and so reveal the 



impossibility of all of them being true. Who is the fool? The fool is the one who believes 
impossible things and calls them divine mysteries. 

Perfection Begets Imperfection 

But, for the sake of argument, let’s continue. Let us suppose that this perfect God did create 
the universe. Humans were the crown of his creation, since they were created in God’s image 
and have the ability to make decisions. However, these humans spoiled the original perfection 
by choosing to disobey God. 

What!? If something is perfect, nothing imperfect can come from it. Someone once said that 
bad fruit cannot come from a good tree, and yet this “perfect” God created a “perfect” 
universe which was rendered imperfect by the “perfect” humans. The ultimate source of 
imperfection is God. What is perfect cannot become imperfect, so humans must have been 
created imperfect. What is perfect cannot create anything imperfect, so God must be 
imperfect to have created these imperfect humans. A perfect God who creates imperfect 
humans is impossible. 

The Freewill Argument 

The Christians’ objection to this argument involves freewill. They say that a being must have 
freewill to be happy. The omnibenevolent God did not wish to create robots, so he gave 
humans freewill to enable them to experience love and happiness. But the humans used this 
freewill to choose evil, and introduced imperfection into God’s originally perfect universe. 
God had no control over this decision, so the blame for our imperfect universe is on the 
humans, not God. 

Here is why the argument is weak. First, if God is omnipotent, then the assumption that 
freewill is necessary for happiness is false. If God could make it a rule that only beings with 
freewill may experience happiness, then he could just as easily have made it a rule that only 
robots may experience happiness. The latter option is clearly superior, since perfect robots 
will never make decisions which could render them or their creator unhappy, whereas beings 
with freewill could. A perfect and omnipotent God who creates beings capable of ruining their 
own happiness is impossible. 

Second, even if we were to allow the necessity of freewill for happiness, God could have 
created humans with freewill who did not have the ability to choose evil, but to choose 
between several good options. 

Third, God supposedly has freewill, and yet he does not make imperfect decisions. If humans 
are miniature images of God, our decisions should likewise be perfect. Also, the occupants of 
heaven, who presumably must have freewill to be happy, will never use that freewill to make 
imperfect decisions. Why would the originally perfect humans do differently? 

The point remains: the presence of imperfections in the universe disproves the supposed 
perfection of its creator. 

All-good God Knowingly Creates Future Suffering 



God is omniscient. When he created the universe, he saw the sufferings which humans would 
endure as a result of the sin of those original humans. He heard the screams of the damned. 
Surely he would have known that it would have been better for those humans to never have 
been born (in fact, the Bible says this very thing), and surely this all-compassionate deity 
would have foregone the creation of a universe destined to imperfection in which many of the 
humans were doomed to eternal suffering. A perfectly compassionate being who creates beings 
which he knows are doomed to suffer is impossible. 

Infinite Punishment for Finite Sins 

God is perfectly just, and yet he sentences the imperfect humans he created to infinite 
suffering in hell for finite sins. Clearly, a limited offense does not warrant unlimited 
punishment. God’s sentencing of the imperfect humans to an eternity in hell for a mere mortal 
lifetime of sin is infinitely more unjust than this punishment. The absurd injustice of this 
infinite punishment is even greater when we consider that the ultimate source of human 
imperfection is the God who created them. A perfectly just God who sentences his imperfect 
creation to infinite punishment for finite sins is impossible. 

Belief More Important Than Action 

Consider all of the people who live in the remote regions of the world who have never even 
heard the “gospel” of Jesus Christ. Consider the people who have naturally adhered to the 
religion of their parents and nation as they had been taught to do since birth. If we are to 
believe the Christians, all of these people will perish in the eternal fire for not believing in 
Jesus. It does not matter how just, kind, and generous they have been with their fellow 
humans during their lifetime: if they do not accept the gospel of Jesus, they are condemned. 

No just God would ever judge a man by his beliefs rather than his actions. 

Perfection’s Imperfect Revelation 

The Bible is supposedly God’s perfect Word. It contains instructions to humankind for 
avoiding the eternal fires of hell. How wonderful and kind of this God to provide us with this 
means of overcoming the problems for which he is ultimately responsible! The all-powerful 
God could have, by a mere act of will, eliminated all of the problems we humans must endure, 
but instead, in his infinite wisdom, he has opted to offer this indecipherable amalgam of books 
which is the Bible as a means for avoiding the hell which he has prepared for us. The perfect 
God has decided to reveal his wishes in this imperfect work, written in the imperfect language 
of imperfect man, translated, copied, interpreted, voted on, and related by imperfect man. 

No two men will ever agree what this perfect word of God is supposed to mean, since much of 
it is either self- contradictory, or obscured by enigmatic symbols. And yet the perfect God 
expects us imperfect humans to understand this paradoxical riddle using the imperfect minds 
with which he has equipped us. Surely the all-wise and all-powerful God would have known 
that it would have been better to reveal his perfect will directly to each of us, rather than to 
allow it to be debased and perverted by the imperfect language and botched interpretations of 
man. 


Contradictory Justice 



One need look to no source other than the Bible to discover its imperfections, for it contradicts 
itself and thus exposes its own imperfection. It contradicts itself on matters of justice, for the 
same just God who assures his people that sons shall not be punished for the sins of their 
fathers turns around and destroys an entire household for the sin of one man (he had stolen 
some of Yahweh’s war loot). It was this same Yahweh who afflicted thousands of his innocent 
people with plague and death to punish their evil king David for taking a census (?!). It was 
this same Yahweh who allowed the humans to slaughter his son because the perfect Yahweh 
had botched his own creation. Consider how many have been stoned, burned, slaughtered, 
raped, and enslaved because of Yahweh’s skewed sense of justice. The blood of innocent 
babies is on the perfect, just, compassionate hands of Yahweh. 

Contradictory History 

The Bible contradicts itself on matters of history. A person who reads and compares the 
contents of the Bible will be confused about exactly who Esau’s wives were, whether Timnah 
was a concubine or a son, and whether Jesus’ earthly lineage is through Solomon or his 
brother Nathan. These are but a few of hundreds of documented historical contradictions. If 
the Bible cannot confirm itself in mundane earthly matters, how are we to trust it on moral 
and spiritual matters? 

Unfulfilled Prophecy 

The Bible misinterprets its own prophecies. Read Isaiah 7 and compare it to Matthew 1 to 
find but one of many misinterpreted prophecies of which Christians are either passively or 
willfully ignorant. The fulfillment of prophecy in the Bible is cited as proof of its divine 
inspiration, and yet here is but one major example of a prophecy whose intended meaning has 
been and continues to be twisted to support subsequent absurd and false doctrines. There are 
no ends to which the credulous will not go to support their feeble beliefs in the face of 
compelling evidence against them. 

The Bible is imperfect. It only takes one imperfection to destroy the supposed perfection of 
this alleged Word of God. Many have been found. A perfect God who reveals his perfect will 
in an imperfect book is impossible. 

The Omniscient Changes the Future 

A God who knows the future is powerless to change it. An omniscient God who is all-powerful 
and freewilled is impossible. 

The Omniscient is Surprised 

A God who knows everything cannot have emotions. The Bible says that God experiences all 
of the emotions of humans, including anger, sadness, and happiness. We humans experience 
emotions as a result of new knowledge. A man who had formerly been ignorant of his wife’s 
infidelity will experience the emotions of anger and sadness only after he has learned what 
had previously been hidden. In contrast, the omniscient God is ignorant of nothing. Nothing is 
hidden from him, nothing new may be revealed to him, so there is no gained knowledge to 
which he may emotively react. 



We humans experience anger and frustration when something is wrong which we cannot fix. 
The perfect, omnipotent God, however, can fix anything. Humans experience longing for 
things we lack. The perfect God lacks nothing. An omniscient, omnipotent, and perfect God 
who experiences emotion is impossible. 

The Conclusion of the matter 

I have offered arguments for the impossibility, and thus the non- existence, of the Christian 
God Yahweh. No reasonable and freethinking individual can accept the existence of a being 
whose nature is so contradictory as that of Yahweh, the “perfect” creator of our imperfect 
universe. The existence of Yahweh is as impossible as the existence of cubic spheres or 
invisible pink unicorns. 

Should any Christian who reads this persist in defending these impossibilities through means 
of “divine transcendence” and “faith,” and should any Christian continue to call me an atheist 
fool, I will be forced to invoke the wrath of the Invisible Pink Unicorn: 

“You are a fool for denying the existence of the IPU. You have rejected true faith and have 
relied on your feeble powers of human reason and thus arrogantly denied the existence of Her 
Divine Transcendence, and so are you condemned.” 

If such arguments are good enough for Yahweh, they are good enough for Her Invisible 
Pinkness. 

As for me and my house, we shall choose reality. 


God is not Pro-Life 

The Biblical God is NOT pro-life, he advocates child murder, infanticide, child abuse and 
abortion 

I see so many Christians talking about abortion being a crime against God. It’s not a wonder 
that they are hard pressed to find a conclusive biblical statement to corroborate their position. 
In their determination to control women they have been forced to rely on exceedingly weak 
sections such as “thou shall not kill”,”I kneweth thou in the womb” and their favorite: “When 
men strive together, and hurt a woman with child, so that there is a miscarriage, and yet no harm 
follows, the one who hurt her shall be fined, according as the woman’s husband shall lay upon; 
and he shall pay as the judges determine. If any harm follows, then you shall give life for life, 
eye for eye, tooth for tooth... “-Exodus 21:22-24 The problem here is that the man who injures 
a pregnant woman in the process, shall repay her according to the degree of injury inflicted on 
her, not the fetus. I am often dumbfounded at how Christians can assume that abortion is 
wrong judging by these feeble verses when the Bible clearly advocates infanticide and many 
other atrocities against children and pregnant women. 

I can no longer allow such ignorance of the Bible and deem it necessary to expose the true 
agenda. I am tired of the many young Christians who are brainwashed by their clergy. They 
are only taught the “love and mercy” parts of the Bible and never bother to read what is not 



so openly preached . The Church thrives off of speaking in half truths and concealing their 
blood soaked robes. Of course my job as preacher of an Atheist parish is to give a sermon 
about those things that the Bible TRUTHFULLY commands. Here they are, god’s views on 
the unborn, the actions of righteous men” and god’s commands of infanticide and child abuse: 
(note-There are Torah verses in this list but I will not attack the Jewish faith for being pro-life 
since they are not rampant advocates of the matter.) 

Abortion: 

Hosea 9:11-16 Hosea prays for God’s intervention. “ Ephraim shall bring forth his children to 
the murderer. Give them, 0 Lord: what wilt thou give? Give them a miscarrying womb and dry 
breasts.. .Ephraim is smitten, their root is dried up, they shall bear no fruit: yea though they 
bring forth, yet will I slay even the beloved fruit of their womb.” Clearly Hosea desires that the 
people of Ephraim can no longer have children. God of course obeys by making all their 
unborn children miscarry. Is not terminating a pregnancy unnaturally “abortion”? 

Numbers 5:11-21 The description of a bizarre, brutal and abusive ritual to be performed on a 
wife SUSPECTED of adultery. This is considered to be an induced abortion to rid a woman 
of another man’s child. 

Numbers 31:17 (Moses) “ Now therefore kill every male among the little ones, and kill every 
women that hath known man by lying with him.” In other words: women that might be 
pregnant, which clearly is abortion for the fetus. 

Hosea 13:16 God promises to dash to pieces the infants of Samaria and the “their women with 
child shall be ripped up”. Once again this god kills the unborn, including their pregnant 
mothers. 

2 Kings 15:16 God allows the pregnant women of Tappuah (aka Tiphsah) to be “ripped open”. 
And the Christians have the audacity to say god is pro-life. How and the hell is it that 
Christians can read passages where God allows pregnant women to be murdered, yet still 
claim abortion is wrong? 

Infanticide: 

1 Samuel 15:3 God commands the death of helpless “suckling” infants. This literally means 
that the children god killed were still nursing. 

Psalms 135:8 & 136:10 Here god is praised for slaughtering little babies. 

Psalms 137:9 Here god commands that infants should be “dashed upon the rocks”. 

The murdering of children: 

Leviticus 20:9 “For every one that curseth his father or his mother shall be surely put to death: 
he hath cursed his father or his mother; his blood shall be upon him.” 

Judges 11:30-40 Jephthah killed his young daughter (his only child) by burning her alive as a 
burnt sacrifice to the lord for he commanded it. 



Psalms 137:8-9 Prayer/song of vengeance “0 daughter of Babylon, who art to be destroyed; 
happy shall he be that rewardeth thee as thou hast served us. Happy shall he be, that taketh and 
dasheth thy little ones against the stones. ” 

2 Kings 6:28-29 “And the king said unto her, What aileth thee? And she answered, This woman 
said unto me, Give thy son, that we may eat him today, and we will eat my son tomorrow. So we 
boiled my son, and did eat him: and I said unto her on the next day, Give thy son, that we may 
eat him: and she hath hid her son.” 

Deuteronomy 21:18-21 “If a man have a stubborn and rebellious son, which will not obey the 
voice of his father, or the voice of his mother, and that, when they have chastened him, will not 
hearken unto them: Then shall his father and his mother lay hold on him, and bring him out 
unto the elders of his city, and unto the gate of his place; And they shall say unto the elders of his 
city, This our son is stubborn and rebellious, he will not obey our voice; he is a glutton, and a 
drunkard. And all the men of his city shall stone him with stones, that he die: so shalt thou put 
evil away from among you; and all Israel shall hear, and fear.” 

Judges 19:24-29 “Behold, here is my daughter a maiden, and his concubine; them I will bring 
out now, and humble ye them, and do with them whatseemeth good unto you: but unto this man 
do not so vile a thing. But the men would not hearken to him: so the man took his concubine, 
and brought her forth unto them; and they knew her, and abused her all the night until the 
morning: and when the day began to spring, they let her go. Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down at the door of the man’s house where her lord was, till it was 
light. And her lord rose up in the morning, and opened the doors of the house, and went out to go 
his way: and behold, the woman his concubine was fallen down at the door of the house, and her 
hands were upon the threshold. And he said unto her, Up, and let us be going. But none 
answered. Then the man took her up upon an ass, and the man rose up, and gat him unto his 
place. And when he was come into his house, he took a knife, and laid hold on his concubine, 
and divided her, together with her bones, into twelve pieces, and sent her into all the coasts of 
Israel. ” To put it very bluntly this poor, young lady was murdered by her mate for being 
raped. 

Exodus 12:29 God killed, intentionally, every first-born child of every family in Egypt, simply 
because he was upset at the Pharaoh. And god caused the Pharaoh’s actions in the first place. 
Since when is it appropriate to murder children for their ruler’s forced action? 

Exodus 20:9-10 God commands death for cursing out ones parents Joshua 8 God commanded 
the deaths of 12,000 men, women, and children of Ai. They were all slain in the ambush that 
was planned by god. 

2 Kings 2:23-24 The prophet Elisha, was being picked on by some young boys from the city 
because of his bald head. The prophet turned around and cursed them in the Lords name. 
Then, two female bears came out of the woods and killed forty-two of them. You would think 
that God could understand that sometimes the youthful make childish jokes. Calling someone 
“bald head” is far from being worthy of death. 

Leviticus 26:30 “And ye shall eat the flesh of your sons, and the flesh of your daughters shall ye 
eat. ” 



1 Samuel 15:11-18 God repents of having made Saul king since Saul refused to carry out 
God’s commandments (i.e., Saul refused to murder all the innocent women and children.) At 
least god realizes what an immoral, murderous pig he is on this one. 

I Kings 16:34 Laying the foundation for a city using your firstborn child and using your 
youngest son to set up the gates. 

Isaiah 13:15-18 If God can find you, he will “thrust you through,” smash your children “to 
pieces” before your eyes, and rape your wife. 

Jeremiah 11:22-23 God will kill the young men in war and starve their children to death. 

Jeremiah 19:7-9 God will make parents eat their own children, and friends eat each other. 

Lamentations 2:20-22 God gets angry and mercilessly torments and kills everyone, young and 
old. He even causes women to eat their children. 

Child abuse: 

Genesis 22:9 & 10 “And they came to the place which God had told him of and Abraham built 
an altar there, and laid the wood in order, and bound Isaac his son, and laid him on the altar 
upon the wood. And Abraham stretched forth his hand, and took the knife to slay his son.” It 
matters not that god let Abraham get out of murdering Isaac. To put a knife up to your son’s 
throat is child abuse. 

I Kings 3:24-25 “And the king said, Bring me a sword. And they brought a sword before the 
king. And the king said, Divide the living child in two, and give half to the one, and half to the 
other.” This test was of course given to see who the real mother of the child was. Christians 
view this king as a wise man. I look upon his suggestion with far more revulsion then I give 
accredit to Susan Smith. 

Proverbs 13:24, 19:18, 22:15, 23:13-14 & 29:15 God commands repeatedly that you beat your 
children. 

Matthew 19:29 If you really loved Jesus then he insists that you abandon your wife and 
children for him. Only that way will he allow you to go to heaven. (That is if you meet his 
other hefty requirements, don’t slip through the loopholes, and ignore the contradictions.) 

Mark 7:9 Jesus criticizes the Jews for not killing their disobedient children according to Old 
Testament law. 

In conclusion I shall end this list with a verse that should keep the pro lifers in check. It is 
Romans 13: 1-7 

“Everyone must submit himself to the governing authorities, for there is no authority except that 
which god has established. The authorities that exist have been established by god. 

Conseguently, he who rebels against the authority is rebelling against what god has instituted, 
and those who do so will bring judgment on themselves. For rulers hold no terror for those who 
do right, but those who do wrong. Do you want to be free from fear of the one in authority? 

Then do what is right and he shall commend you. For he is god’s servant to do you good. But if 
you do wrong, be afraid, for he does not bear the sword for nothing. He is god’s servant, an 



agent of wrath to bring punishment on the wrongdoer. There fore it is necessary to submit to the 
authorities, not only because of possible punishment but also because of conscience. 

This is also why you pay taxes, for the authorities are god’s servants, who give their full time to 
governing. Give everyone what you owe him: If you owe taxes, pay taxes, if revenue, then 
revenue; if respect, then respect; if honor, then honor. ” 

Clearly it is the job of Christians to obey the laws, and the laws of this country clearly state 
that abortion is legal. So too should Christians respect and honor that law. God commands 
them to NOT disobey, which entails attempting to get the law overturned. If god wanted 
abortion to be illegal he wouldn’t have appointed authorities to make it legal.

2 - You define 0.01% as a “high success rate” when it comes to answered prayers. You 
consider that to be evidence that prayer works. And you think that the remaining 99.99% 
FAILURE was simply the will of God. 



1 - You actually know a lot less than many atheists and agnostics do about the Bible, 
Christianity, and church history - but still call yourself a Christian. 


End Times 

According to the Bible the “End Times” Should Have Already Occurred! 

Jesus and his apostles made many prophecies concerning the Armageddon. Christians would 
have you believe that it shall come as “a thief in the night”. Yet, the Bible is rather clear 
concerning when it would happen. Matter of fact, the Bible consistently said it would follow 
soon after Jesus’ death. When you point out such verses to Christians they will try to weasel it 
out of it by saying Christ was talking about his “future” apostles versus the ones he was 
directly speaking to. All it takes is a close examinations of the pronouns used in order to see 
that Christ truly did believe the end times would have happened nearly 2,000 years ago. Keep 
in mind that the Bible claims it is “fit for reproof’ and Christianity “lives and dies on the 
resurrection and end times”. If we are to believe these verses and accept that the end time 
prophecies failed then surely the whole book is invalid. 

False Prophecies About the Armageddon: 

Jesus’ Predictions: 

1) Jesus falsely prophesies directly to the high priest (Caiphas) that he would live to see his 
second coming. Jesus uses the term “ coming on the clouds of heaven”. This clearly negates the 
“coming” as the resurrection but as a return to the earth on CLOUDS, not his return in 
human form from the dead. (Matthew 26:64 & Mark 14:62) 

“But I tell you: From now on you will see ‘the Son of Man seated at the right hand of the Power’ 
and ‘coming on the clouds of heaven.'” (Matthew 26:64 NAB) 

Then Jesus answered, “I am; and ‘you will see the Son of Man seated at the right hand of the 
Power and coming with the clouds of heaven.'” (Mark 14:62 NAB) 

2) Jesus mistakenly tells his followers that he will return and establish his kingdom within 
their lifetime. Matthew 23:36 & 24:34 

Amen, I say to you, all these things will come upon this generation. (Matthew 23:36 NAB) 

“Immediately after the tribulation of those days, the sun will be darkened, and the moon will not 
give its light, and the stars will fall from the sky, and the powers of the heavens will be shaken. 
And then the sign of the Son of Man will appear in heaven, and all the tribes of the earth will 
mourn, and they will see the Son of Man coming upon the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory. And he will send out his angels with a trumpet blast, and they will gather his elect 
from the four winds, from one end of the heavens to the other. “Learn a lesson from the fig tree. 
When its branch becomes tender and sprouts leaves, you know that summer is near. In the same 
way, when you see all these things, know that he is near, at the gates. Amen, I say to you, this 



generation will not pass away until all these things have taken place. Heaven and earth will pass 
away, but my words will not pass away. (Matthew 24:29-35 NAB) 

3) YET AGAIN, Jesus claims those standing RIGHT BEFORE HIM shall see the 
Armageddon. Matthew 16:28 “There be some standing here, which shall not taste of death, till 
they see the Son of Man coming in his kingdom.” Don’t let Christians lie to you and claim 
Jesus was referring to his modern day believers. The words “some standing HERE will not 
taste death” clearly refutes such nonsense. Obviously the people he was speaking to died, and 
curiously Jesus STILL isn’t here to claim his kingdom. 

4) Jesus falsely prophesies that the end of the world will come within his listeners’ lifetimes. 

Amen, I say to you, this generation will not pass away until all these things have taken place. 
Heaven and earth will pass away, but my words will not pass away. (Mark 13:30-31 NAB) 

He also said to them, “Amen, I say to you, there are some standing here who will not taste death 
until they see that the kingdom of God has come in power.” (Mark 9:1 NAB) 

5) Jesus falsely predicts that some of his listeners would live to see him return and establish 
the kingdom of God. 

“Truly I say to you, there are some standing here who will not taste death until they see the 
kingdom of God.” (Luke 9:27 NAB) 

6) Jesus implies that he will return to earth during the lifetime of John. (John 21:22) 

7) Jesus says that all that he describes (his return, signs in the sun, moon, wars, stars, etc.) will 
occur within the lifetime of his listeners. He purposely defines their generation and NOT a 
future one. Considering that NONE of those signs took place during the resurrection and that 
he uses the term of “Heaven and earth shall pass away”. Clearly Jesus is prophesying that 
nearly 2,000 years ago Armageddon SHOULD have occurred. (Luke 21:25-33) 

“There will be signs in the sun, the moon, and the stars, and on earth nations will be in dismay, 
perplexed by the roaring of the sea and the waves. People will die of fright in anticipation of 
what is coming upon the world, for the powers of the heavens will be shaken. And then they will 
see the Son of Man coming in a cloud with power and great glory. But when these signs begin to 
happen, stand erect and raise your heads because your redemption is at hand. ” He taught them 
a lesson. “Consider the fig tree and all the other trees. When their buds burst open, you see for 
yourselves and know that summer is now near; in the same way, when you see these things 
happening, know that the kingdom of God is near. Amen, I say to you, this generation will not 
pass away until all these things have taken place. Heaven and earth will pass away, but my 
words will not pass away. (Luke 21:25-33 NAB) 

[Editor’s note: Matthew 10:23 also has Jesus telling his disciples that the second coming will 
occur before the disciples finish preaching in Israel: “When they persecute you in one town, 
flee to another. Amen, I say to you, you will not finish the towns of Israel before the Son of Man 
comes.” (Matthew 10:23 NAB)] 


John’s Predictions 



8) John believes “the time is at hand,” and that the things that he writes about in Revelation 
will “shortly come to pass.” (Revelations 1:1-3) 

9) John quotes Jesus (1900 years ago) as saying he will come “quickly.” (Revelations 22:7, 12 

& 20 ) 

10) John thinks he is living in “the last times.” He knows this because he sees so many 
antichrists around. (1 John 2:18) 

11) John says that the antichrist was already present at the time 1 John was written. (1 John 
4:3) 

12) John quotes Jesus (1900 years ago) as saying he will come “quickly.” (Revelations 3:11, 
22:7,12 & 20) 

Paul’s Predictions 

13) Paul thought that the end was near and that Jesus would return soon after he wrote these 
words. (Philippians 4:5) 

14) Paul believes he is living in the “last days.” (Hebrews 1:2) 

15) Paul believed that Jesus would come “in a little while, and will not tarry.” (Hebrews 
10:37) 

16) In 1 Thessalonians 4:16-17 Paul stated: “For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God: And the dead Christ 
shall rise first: Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up together with them in 
the clouds to meet the Lord in the air: And so shall we ever be with the Lord.” Paul shared 
the delusion, taught by Jesus, in that he expected to be snatched up bodily into heaven with 
other saints then living, who would, thus, never taste death. The use of “we” clearly proves as 
much.

A Day is a Day 

A DAY IS A DAY, NO EXCUSES! 


Have you been reading the latest from the Catholic church? Apparently they have decided to 
admit in the face of OVERWHELMING EVIDENCE that Evolution did indeed happen. Gee, 
they’ve come along way! I suppose since they aren’t a government any more that can’t poke 
out the eyes of leading scientists like they did in Galileo’s day. Shouldn’t evolution invalidate 
the Biblical/Pentateuch creation account, hence throwing Christianity in the toilet? (Even 



orthodox Jews are now claiming that Genesis is metaphorical and not literal.) Why yes it 
should, but the Catholic church presented a loop hole that the masses have been touting as a 
mantra ever since. I’m sure you all heard the lie they are spreading, the lie which tries to 
reconcile evolution with the 6 days of creation. It’s the “a day can be like a thousand years to 
god” lie! Here is an excellent example of this lie in use: 

The Jehovah’s Witnesses argument that each of the six days encompasses thousands of years: 

“... some may say even the idea of this planet passing from a ‘formless and waste’ condition to 
its present form with continents, forests, plants, animals, and men, all in just six 24-hour 
days-this still is incredible! But where does the Genesis account say that the 6 days were 24- 
hours each? Though some religious groups teach this, the Genesis account does not say it. 

You yourself use the expression ‘day’ in a broad sense of your ‘grandfather’s day.’ Likewise 
the Bible often used the word ‘day’ in a broad sense-Genesis 2:4. Keep in mind that the works 
spoken of in the first chapter of Genesis are those of God, not of man... Are God’s ‘days’ of 
work controlled by the rotation of this globe? Obviously not. Of God, the Bible says: ’One 
day is with Jehovah as a thousand years and a thousand years as one day’(2 Peter 3:8). And 
that even to God a ‘day’ can have more than one meaning is seen when comparing this text 
with Psalm 90:4 which says: ‘A thousand years are in your eyes but.. .as a watch during the 
night.’ So it is plain that the word ‘day’ can be used to refer to a 24-hour day, a person’s 
lifetime, 1,000 years or even longer” (Is the Bible Really the Word of God, p.18-19). 

You free thinkers reading this are surely nodding your head knowing the fault in this circular 
reasoning. You Christians reading this are probably still clinging to the mantra like a 
pedophile to a 6 year old boy. Well, no matter how hard you try to hold on Jesus pimps, I’m 
going to blow a hole through your lie and spread it’s short comings to everyone I meet. We all 
know I find it my self appointed duty to expose the Christian/Jewish scriptures. Which is 
precisely what I’ll do right now: 

FACT: the world is at least 4.6 billion years old. The bible claims to be approximately 6,500. 
Christians try to argue this by saying the usage of the word “day” in genesis is actually a 
term for thousands of years in time. This rationalization, they believe can help evolution be 
accepted into the bible. In other words Christians are trying to say that the word “day” is not 
meant to be as a 24 hour period. This idea is COMPLETELY FALSE AND NOT 
PLAUSIBLE. All it takes is a little research into the meaning of the Hebrew word for day and 
the usage of it in consistency. Of course, it should be common knowledge that the first five 
books of the Old Testament were written in Hebrew. The Hebrew word for day used in the 
genesis is account is “yom”, which is a definite 24-hour period. Christians attempt to say that 
because there was no sun until the fourth day, that the word yom is null and void. This cant 
be, for the lord claimed there was light, a morning and an evening PRIOR to the sun being 
created, hence the sun was not even needed. (Also note another contradiction here, that 
Christians/Jews refuse to notice. They’ll claim the word yom is void because there is no sun, 
yet that would mean that there couldn’t have been light or a way to decipher between 
morning and evening. Obviously this is a MAJOR scientific blunder on Jehovah’s behalf.) 

Now this fact alone pretty much blows the shit out of the bible, but let’s pretend to accept the 
word yom is really meant for eons of time, how then can we reconcile the following?: 



1) If a day is an era, why are an evening and a morning even mentioned? Actual days must be 
intended, otherwise, men who lived hundreds of years, e.g., Seth and Noah, would really have 
lived millions of years. If a day is an era, then a year must be tremendously long, perhaps 
encompassing hundreds of millions of years; 

2) If a day is an era, then much of the Old Testament becomes chaotic. For example, in each 
of the following verses the same Hebrew word “yom” is employed: “And the flood was forty 
days upon the earth” (Genesis 7: 1 7), “And he [Moses] was there with the Lord forty days and 
forty nights” (Exodus 34:28), and “Thus I fell down before the Lord forty days and forty 
nights...” (Deuteronomy 9:25). If “yom” means era instead of a 24-hour period, Moses was 
“there with the Lord” for a VERY long time. 

3) If a day means more than 24-hour period, then how are we to interpret the following verses, 
as well as scores of others. “Six days shalt thou labor, and do all thy work: But the seventh day 

is the Sabbath _ in it thou shalt not work... For in six days the Lord made heaven and earth... 

and rested the seventh day” (Exodus 20:9-11). 

4) Genesis 1:16 (“And God made two great lights: The greater light to rule the day and the lesser 
light to rule the night”) states the sun rules the day and the moon rules the night. This 
obviously is referring to time as we know it, time with days that are 24 hours long with 
daylight ruling half of each. 

5) Adam was made on the sixth day (Genesis 1:26-31) which was supposedly thousand of years 
long. This was followed by the 7th day which was also thousands of years long. Following the 
7th day, Adam fell into sin and was expelled from the Garden. This would mean Adam lived 
thousands of years, which is false, since he died at age 930 (Genesis 5:5). 

6) Genesis 1:5 surely spoke of literal day and literal night, and the inference from the 
statement, “And the evening and the morning were the first day,” is that it was a literal day of 
evening and morning, 24-hours. There is no Biblical evidence that the days of this chapter 
were longer periods. 

7) If we do try to buy into what the Jehovah’s quote as “a day can be a thousand years” even 
this isn’t sufficient enough time. For the earth is at least 4.6 billion. The biblical passages 
concerning time should’ve read that days can be like MILLIONS of years. Obviously, their 
claim falls apart under ma thematic speculation. 

For those of you Christians who are STILL clinging to the idea that evolution can be 
reconciled with the bible, take a little advice from one of your own brethren on the matter. 

The following is a CHRISTIAN AUTHOR who admits that the word yom does mean a 24 
hour period in the creation account: 

“The Hebrew word for ‘day’ is ‘yom’and this word can occasionally be used to mean an 
indefinite period of time, if the content warrants. In the overwhelming preponderance of its 
occurrences in the O.T., however, it means a literal day... Still further, the plural form of the 
word (Hebrew ‘yamim’) is used over 700 times in the O.T. and always, without exception, refers 
to literal ‘days.’” (The Bible Has the Answers, Henry Morris, p. 94). 



Obviously even Creationist Morris admits the idea that each day represented an era is 
ridiculous. Not only is the day-age theory unacceptable scripturally, but it also is grossly in 
conflict with the geological position with which it attempts to compromise. My suggestion? 
Make a valid justification as to how the creation account can be plausible, until then don’t 
pimp feeble lies to cover up for your even more errant book. 


Absurd Torah Science 

The Torah (Old Testament) is very errant and contradictory to that of scientific facts. The 
first book of Genesis alone should be enough to invalidate Judaism to any INTELLIGENT 
person. Sadly, not only is Judaism still one of the world’s leading religions, but it has spawned 
the most insane theism (Christianity). The goal of this page is to expose the inaccuracies of 
the Torah, hence shooting down its divine claim. All the verses shall appear in chronological 
order. Feel free to copy what ever you wish. 

1) The Genesis 1 creation account conflicts with the order of events that are known to science. 
Genesis 1:1 The earth is created before light and stars, birds and whales before reptiles and 
insects, and flowering plants before any animals. From science, we know that the true order 
of events was just the opposite. 

2) “ And God said, Let there be light” (Genesis 1:3) and “.. .And the evening and the morning 
were the first day” (Genesis 1 :5), versus “And God said, ‘Let there be light in the firmament of 
the heaven to divide the day from the night....’ “And God made two lights; the greater light to 
rule the day, and the lesser light to rule the night: he made the stars also... And the evening and 
morning were the fourth day” (Genesis 1 :14-19). These violates two major facts. Light cannot 
exist without a sun, and secondly, how can morning be distinguished from evening unless 
there is a sun and moon? Christians try to claim that god is the light he is referring to yet, 
considering the context it is quite obvious that the light god is speaking of is the light emitted 
by the sun. Just another feeble attempt at trying to rationalize such a MAJOR blunder. 

3) God spends one-sixth of his entire creative effort (the second day) working on a solid 
firmament (Genesis 1:6-8). This strange structure, which God calls heaven, is intended to 
separate the higher waters from the lower waters. This firmament, if it existed, would have 
been quite an obstacle to our space program. 

4) Plants are made on the third day (Genesis 1:11) before there was a sun to drive their 
photosynthetic processes (Genesis 1:14-19). 

5) “And God said, ‘Let the earth bring forth grass, the herb yielding seed, and the fruit tree 
yielding fruit after his kind... ‘And the evening and the morning were the third day” (Genesis 
1:11-13), versus “And God said, ‘Let the waters bring forth abundantly the moving creature that 
hath life... And God created - great whales, and every living creature that moveth, which the 
waters brought forth abundantly... And the evening and the morning were the fifth day” 
(Genesis 1:20-23). Genesis says that life existed first on the land as plants and later the seas 



teemed with living creatures. Geological science can prove that the sea teemed with animals 
and vegetable life long before vegetation and life appeared on land. 

6) “And God said, ‘Let the water bring forth abundantly the moving creature that hath life, and 
fowl that may fly above the earth in the open firmament of heaven” (Genesis 1:20). Birds did 
not emerge from water. 

7) “And God said, Let the earth bring forth the living creature after his kind, cattle, and creeping 
thing, the beast of the earth after his kind: and it was so. And God made...every thing that 
creepth upon the earth after his kind...” (Genesis 1:24-25). Science contends that reptiles were 
created long before mammals, not simultaneously. While reptiles existed in the Carboniferous 
Age, mammals did not appear until the close of the Reptilian Age. 

8) “So God created man in his own image,...male and female created he them” (Genesis 1:27), 
and “the evening and the morning were the sixth day” (Genesis 1:31). If Adam was created on 
the 6th day, approximately 6,000 years ago (Bishop Usher’s calculations), then nobody lived 
before 4,000 B.C. Prehistoric men would be fictitious. By tracing the genealogy of Jesus back 
77 generations to Adam, the third chapter of Luke also supports belief in a very young earth. 
If each man had lived approximately 100 years, then the world would be no more than 9,684 
(7,700 + 1984) years old. If each of Jesus’ ancestors had lived to be 1,000 years old (an age not 
even reached by Methuselah), the earth would still be only 78,984 (77,000 + 1984) years old, 
according to creationists. 

9) “And to every beast of the earth, and every fowl of the air, and to every thing that creepeth 
upon the earth wherein there is life, I have given every green herb for meat: and it was so” 
(Genesis 1:30). Carnivorous beasts and fowl do not eat green herbs, nor were all animals 
originally herbivores. Simply consider tapeworms, vampire bats, mosquitoes, barracudas, 
tigers, etc. 

10) In Genesis 1, the entire creation takes 6 days (Genesis 1:31), at the end of which the earth 
and its living things are pretty much as they are today. But we know from modern science 
that the universe (including the earth and life on earth) evolved slowly over billions of years. 

11) In Genesis 2:7 humans are created instantaneously from dust and breath, whereas they 
actually evolved over millions of years from simpler life forms. Science can in fact trace back 
human evolution CONCLUSIVELY 3 .2 million years. 

12) God makes the animals (Genesis 2:18) and parades them before Adam to see if any would 
strike his fancy. But none seem to have what it takes to please him. After making the 
animals, God has Adam name them all. The naming of several million species must have kept 
Adam busy for a while, why Adam would still have to be living for we haven’t even discovered 
nor named all the species. Also consider the idea of every living creature being brought to the 
Middle East, that would have killed many animals due to climatic changes. 

13) God curses the serpent, making him crawl on his belly and eat dust (Genesis 3:14). One 
wonders how he got around before — by hopping on his tail, perhaps? But snakes don’t eat 
dust, do they? 



14) “There were giants in the earth in those days.” Genesis 6:4 But there is no archaeological 
evidence for the existence of these giants. Also there is a reference to the “Nephilim” being on 
the earth. Which is a term used for half angel, half human. Why is there no archaeological 
evidence for the existence of the Nephilim either? 

15) Noah is told to make an ark that is 450 feet long (Genesis 6:14-15). The largest wooden 
ships ever built were just over 300 feet, and they required diagonal iron strapping for support. 
Even so, they leaked so badly that they had to be pumped constantly. Are we to believe that 
Noah, with no shipbuilding knowledge and no shipbuilding tradition to rely upon, was able to 
construct a wooden ship that was longer than any that has been built since? 

16) Whether by twos or by sevens, Noah takes male and female representatives from each 
species of “every thing that creepeth upon the earth” (Genesis 7:8). Now this must have taken 
some time, along with expert knowledge of taxonomy, genetics, biogeography, and anatomy. 
How did Noah manage to collect the endemic species from the New World, Australia, 
Polynesia, and other remote regions entirely unknown to him? How, once he found them, did 
he transport them back to his Near Eastern home? How could he tell the male and female 
beetles (there are more than 500,000 species) apart? How did he know how to care for these 
new and unfamiliar animals? How did he find the space on the ark? How did he manage to 
find and care for the hundreds of thousands of parasitic species or the hundreds of thousands 
of plant species? (Plants are ignored in the Genesis account, but the animals wouldn’t last 
long if the plants died in the flood.) No, wait, don’t tell me, a miracle happened, millions of 
them. 

17) All of the animals boarded the ark “in the selfsame day” (Genesis 7:13-14). Since there 
were several million species involved, they must have boarded at a rate of at least 100 per 
second. How did poor Noah and his family make sure that the correct number of each species 
entered through the door and then get them all settled into their proper living quarters so 
efficiently? I wish the airline companies could do as well! 

18) The flood covered the highest mountain tops (Mount Everest?) with fifteen cubits to spare 
(Genesis 7:20). Where did all the water come from? Where did it all go? Why is there no 
evidence of such a massive flood in the geological record? 

19) When the animals left the ark (Genesis 8:19), what would they have eaten? There would 
have been no plants after the ground had been submerged for nearly a year. What would the 
carnivores have eaten? Whatever prey they ate would have gone extinct. And how did the 
New World primates or the Australian marsupials find there way back after the flood 
subsided? 

20) Noah kills the “clean beasts” and burns their dead bodies for God (Genesis 8:20). 
According to Genesis 7:8 this would have caused the extinction of all “clean” animals since 
only two of each were taken onto the ark. So why is it that we still have “clean” animals? 

21) God is filled with remorse for having drowned his creatures in the flood. He even puts the 
rainbow in the sky so that whenever the animals see it they will remember God’s promise not 
to do it again (Genesis 9:13). But rainbows are caused by the nature of light, the refractive 



index of water, and the shape of raindrops. There were rainbows billions of years before 
humans existed. 

22) “The whole earth was of one language” (Genesis 11:1). But this could not be true, since by 
this time (around 2400 BCE) there were already many languages, each unintelligible to the 
others. 

23) (Genesis. 11:4) According to the Tower of Babel story, the many human languages were 
created instantaneously by God (Genesis 11:9) But actually the various languages evolved 
gradually over long periods of time. 

24) (Genesis 14:14) Abram goes into pursuit looking for his captive relative in the city of Dan. 
The problem here is that the city of Dan did not exist until over 300 years after Moses died. 
How is it that Abram could enter the city of Dan, when the city did not even exist? 

25) Jacob displays his (and God’s) knowledge of biology by having goats copulate while 
looking at streaked rods. The result is streaked baby goats (Genesis 30:37). The author of 
Genesis (God?) believed that genetic characteristics of the offspring are determined by what 
the parents see at the moment of conception. This is a laughable belief. Ask any animal 
husbandrist. 

26) Camels don’t divide the hoof (Leviticus 11:4). This statement is completely moronic for 
every TEENAGER knows what a “camel toe” and how it used to describe a specific split. 

27) The bible says that hares and conies are unclean because they “chew the cud” but do not 
part the hoof (Leviticus 11:5-6). But hares and coneys are not ruminants and they do not 
“chew the cud.” 

28) Bats are birds to the biblical God (Leviticus 11:13-19 & Deuteronomy 14:11-18). 

29) Some birds have four feet (Leviticus 11:20-21).

There are more species of insects, by far, than all other species of life on 
earth. As JBS Haldane said, “he has an inordinate fondness for beetles.” Yet insects are said to 
have four legs in Leviticus 11:22-23. 

31) Unicorns have never existed, yet they are said to in Deuteronomy 33:17. 

32) Fiery serpents have NEVER existed yet Numbers 21:6 claims they do and TO THIS DAY 
STILL inhabit certain cities. The living creature after his kind, cattle, and creeping thing, the 
beast of the earth after his kind: and it was so. And God made...every thing that creepth upon 
the earth after his kind...” (Genesis 1:24-25). Science contends that reptiles were created long 
before mammals, not simultaneously. While reptiles existed in the Carboniferous Age, 
mammals did not appear until the close of the Reptilian Age.

I ask that you read this page in light of the bible’s teachings; Christians 
should be “open to reason” (James 3:17 RSV), that we should “reason together” (Isaiah 1:18) 
and “he who hates correction will die” (Proverbs 15:10) to understand my perspective that the 
bible has many shortcomings. 

1. According to your Bible I am to believe that human kind is sinful for Adam and Eve ate the 
fruit of knowledge. Why are we being punished for the original sin? After all, they ate the 
forbidden fruit, we didn’t. Reason would lead one to say it’s their problem, not ours. Even 
the bible contradicts itself by claiming in Deuteronomy 24:16, “children shall not be punished 
for the sins of their fathers.” 

2. We are told that the Bible has no scientific errors and is utterly perfect/protected, yet it 
says the bat is a bird (Leviticus 11:13 & 19), hares chew the cud (Leviticus 11:5-6), and some 
fowl (Leviticus 11:20-21) and insects (Leviticus 11:22-23) have four legs. 

3. Heaven is supposed to be a perfect place. It is of course, the place you strive for and name 
“salvation”. Yet, it experienced a war (Revelation 12:7). How can there be a war in a perfect 
place and if it happened before why couldn’t it happen again? Why would I want to go to a 
place in which war can occur? That’s exactly what I’m trying to escape, aren’t you? 

4. We are told salvation is obtained by faith alone (John 3:18 & 36) and then the Bible claims 
that it is repentance that shall save us (2 Peter 3:9) yet Jesus told a man to follow the 
Commandments-Matthew 19:16-1 8 (saving by works)-if he wanted eternal life. So which way 
is it and how do you know your belief is the correct one? 

5. According to the text there are 29 cities listed in Joshua 15:21-32. One need only count 
them to see that biblical math is not to be trusted. The total is 36. 

6. Surely you don’t believe Ecclesiastes 1:9 RSV (“What has been is what will be, and what has 
been done is what will be done; there is nothing new under the sun”)? How many cities had an 
atomic bomb dropped on them prior to 1945, and how many people walked on the moon 
before 1969? 

7. If the Bible is our moral guide, then how can it make pornographic statements such as: "... 
they may eat their own dung and drink their own piss with you” (2 Kings 18:27)? Also consult 
Numbers 31 where a whole tribe of people, including the elderly and children are slaughtered. 
The only survivors were the virginal women, who were later raped by the “just and perfect” 
Moses and his men. Is that what you want your children reading on Sunday? 

8. If God created everything, (Colossians 1:16, Ephesians 3:9, Revelation 4:11 & John 1:3), 
then he did create the world’s evil (Isaiah 45:7, Lamentations 3:38). Thus, he is responsible. 



Any being who could create situations such as rape, death, malnutrition, disease, molestation 
and murder is certainly not fit for worship. 

9. For justice to exist, punishment must fit the crime. No matter how many bad deeds one 
commits in this world, there is a limit. Yet, hell’s punishment is infinitely greater. It’s eternal. 
Shouldn’t a sinner suffer until remorse is felt and the crime is atoned for? What “justice” is 
there in infinite damnation? 

10. Jesus said, “whosoever shall say. Thou fool, shall be in danger of hell fire” (Matthew 
5:22). Yet, he himself did so repeatedly, as Matthew 27:19, Luke 11:40 & 12:20 show. 
Shouldn’t he be in danger of hell too? Jesus also told us to “Love your enemies; bless them 
that curse you,” but ignored his own advice by repeatedly denouncing his opposition. 

Matthew 12:34 (“0 generation of vipers”), and Matthew 23 :27 (“... hypocrites... ye are like 
unto whited sepulchres .“) are excellent examples of hypocrisy. If Jesus himself is a sinner by 
his own admission then surely he can not be the “perfect lamb of god”. 

11. Except those of biased Christian writers, there isn’t one writing outside the Bible in all of 
ancient history that clearly refers to Jesus of Nazareth. The decision to dedicate my life to a 
deity requires at least one shred of conclusive evidence. Your lord knows non believers exist 
as a result of this, yet he makes no attempt to supply proof. How can the bible claim god 
wants all in heaven if he doesn’t make efforts to ensure that we all believe in him? 

12. Paul says Christianity lives or dies on the Resurrection (1 Corinthians 15:14-17). Yet 
Jesus made many promises concerning his return during the lifetime of his then followers. 
(Matthew 16:28: “There be some standing here, which shall not taste of death, till they see the 
Son of Man coming in his kingdom”. Matthew 23:36, 24:34, Mark.9:l, 13:30, Luke 9:27, 

21:32 & John 21:22) None of these prophecies have come true. Does this not make Jesus a 
false prophet? If so wouldn’t that make Christianity invalid? 

13. I find the idea that a man had to die for my sons revolting. If God was truly omnipotent 
he could have simply forgiven us. What kind of deity, would execute one child in order to 
forgive it’s others? Modern society would call an individual like this sadistic, insane and 
cruel. Surely, you would not worship a child killer, why do you expect me to? Would you find 
a judge worthy of the title who would allow my child to be executed in lieu of my sins? 

14. John 14:12 states a follower in Jesus can perform any of his works and do it even greater. 
If you continue to insist I believe in Jesus, it is only fair I may ask of you to show just how 
strong your faith is. After all, you would be my “mentor” in Christ. I’m not a believer as of 
yet, but surely you are. Would you mind perhaps resurrecting a dead relative or walking on 
water? 

15. Okay, obviously you didn’t do number 14 and backed out with the “this is metaphorical” 
excuse. Surely you can try Mark 16:17-1 8 which says believers can drink “any deadly thing” 
and “it shall not hurt” them. But I don’t think you would be naive enough to drink any 
arsenic offered. Perhaps I’m wrong and you would be willing to test the Book’s veracity-”lay 
it on the line” so to speak? 



16. All right, so now you have backed out of two of my questions. I’m starting to think you 
don’t really care about my salvation as much as you claim. Well, unlike your Jehovah, I shall 
be kind and offer a third chance at redemption. Consider Jesus’ teaching in Luke 6:30 “Give 
to every man that asketh of thee; and of him that taketh away thy goods ask them not again.” 
Perhaps, if you emptied your wallet and “give of thee” I may seriously ponder accepting 
Jesus as my savior. 


Jesus is a False Messiah 

According to Jesus’ admissions, as well as the Bible’s prophecies, Jesus of Nazareth could not 
have been the Messiah. This of course, would invalidate Christianity as we know it. The 
compilation presented here shall be split in three sections. The first shall be the biblical 
prophecies that were made in order to identify the messiah, which Jesus does not fulfill. The 
second shall be the prophecies that Christians use to say that Jesus was the Messiah, yet they 
clearly fail. The third set shall be the prophecies and statements Jesus made yet they are false 
and have never came true. 

Prophecies to Identify the Messiah, Which Jesus Does Not Fulfill: 

1) Matthew 1:23 says that Jesus (the messiah) would be called Immanuel, which means “God 
with us.” Yet no one, not even his parents, call him Immanuel at any point in the bible. 

2) The Messiah must be a physical descendant of David (Romans 1:3 & Acts 2:30). Yet, how 
could Jesus meet this requirement since his genealogies in Matthew 1 and Luke 3 show he 
descended from David through Joseph, who was not his natural father because of the Virgin 
Birth. Hence, this prophecy could not have been fulfilled. 

3) Isaiah 7:16 seems to say that before Jesus had reached the age of maturity, both of the 
Jewish countries would be destroyed. Yet there is no mention of this prophecy being fulfilled 
in the New Testament with the coming of Jesus, hence this is another Messiah prophecy not 
fulfilled. 

Prophecies Christians Use to Verify Jesus as the Messiah, Yet Clearly Fail: 

4) The gospels (especially Matthew 21:4 and John 12:14-15) claim that Jesus fulfills the 
prophecy of Zechariah 9:9. But the next few verses (Zechariah 9:10-13) show that the person 
referred to in this verse is a military king that would rule “from sea to sea”. Since Jesus had 
neither an army nor a kingdom, he could not have fulfilled this prophecy. 

5) Matthew (Matthew 2:17-18) quotes Jeremiah (Jeremiah 31:15), claiming that it was a 
prophecy of King Herod’s alleged slaughter of the children in and around Bethlehem after the 
birth of Jesus. But this passage refers to the Babylonian captivity, as is clear by reading the 
next two verses (Jeremiah 31:16-17), and, thus, has nothing to do with Herod’s massacre. 

6) John 19:33 says that during Jesus’ crucifixion, the soldiers didn’t break his legs because he 
was already dead. Verse John 19:36 claims that this fulfilled a prophecy: “Not a bone of him 
shall be broken. ” But there is no such prophecy. It is sometimes said that the prophecy 



appears in Exodus 12:46, Numbers 9:12 & Psalm 34:20. This is not correct. Exodus 12:46 & 
Numbers 9:12 are not prophecies, they are commandments. The Israelites are told not to 
break the bones of the Passover lamb, and this is all it is about. And Psalm 34:20 seems to 
refer to righteous people in general (see verse Psalm 34:19, where a plural is used), not to 
make a prophecy about a specific person. 

7) “ When Israel was a child, then I loved him, and called my son out of Egypt.” Hosea 11:1. 
Matthew (Matthew 2:15) claims that the flight of Jesus’ family to Egypt is a fulfillment of this 
verse. But Hosea 11:1 is not a prophecy at all. It is a reference to the Hebrew exodus from 
Egypt and has nothing to do with Jesus. Matthew tries to hide this fact by quoting only the 
last part of the verse (“Out of Egypt I have called my son”). 

8a) “But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out 
of thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have been 
from of old, from everlasting.” Micah 5:2 The gospel of Matthew (Matthew 2:5-6) claims that 
Jesus’ birth in Bethlehem fulfils this prophecy. But this is unlikely for two reasons. 

8b) “Bethlehem Ephratah” in Micah 5:2 refers not to a town, but to a clan: the clan of 
Bethlehem, who was the son of Caleb’s second wife, Ephrathah (1 Chronicles 2:18, 2:50-52 & 
4:4). 

8c) The prophecy (if that is what it is) does not refer to the Messiah, but rather to a military 
leader, as can be seen from Micah 5:6. This leader is supposed to defeat the Assyrians, which, 
of course, Jesus never did. It should also be noted that Matthew altered the text of Micah 5:2 
by saying: “And thou Bethlehem, in the land of Judah” rather than “Bethlehem Ephratah” as 
is said in Micah 5:2. He did this, intentionally no doubt, to make this verse appear to refer to 
the town of Bethlehem rather than the family clan. 

Statements Jesus Made Which Are False: 

9) Jesus in John 14:12 & Mark 16:17-18 said: “Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that believeth 
in me, the works that I do shall he also; and greater works than these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father.” This implies that Jesus’ true followers should be able to routinely perform 
the following tricks: 1) cast out devils, 2) speak in tongues, 3) take up serpents, 4) drink 
poisons without harm, and 5) cure the sick by touching them and MANY other of Jesus’ 
“works”. Curiously I have yet to see a Christian that can do any of the above on demand. 

10) In John 14:13-14 Jesus stated: “And whatsoever ye ask in my name I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the son. If ye ask any thing in my name, I will do it.” In reality, millions of 
people have made millions of requests in Jesus’ name and failed to receive satisfaction. This 
promise or prophecy has failed completely. 

11) Paul says Christianity lives or dies on the Resurrection (1 Corinthian 15:14-17). Yet Jesus 
said in Matthew 12:40 that he would be buried three days and three nights as Jonah was in 
the whale three days and three nights. Friday afternoon to early Sunday morning is only one 
and a half days, so he could not have been the messiah by his own and Paul’s admission. 



12) Jesus’ prophecy in John 13:38 (“The cock shall not crow, till thou [Peter] hast denied me 
three times”) is false. Mark 14:66-68 shows the cock crowed after the first denial, not the 
third. 

13) In Mark 10:19 Jesus said: “Thou knowest the commandments, Do not commit adultery, Do 
not kill, do not steal, do not bear false witness, Defraud not, Honour thy father and mother. ” 
Jesus needs to re-read the Ten Commandments. There is no Old Testament commandment 
against defrauding. The only relevant statement about defrauding is in Leviticus 19:13 , 
which says : “Thou shalt not defraud thy neighbor.” This is an OT law, but is not listed with the 
Ten Commandments. Surely, if Jesus was god incarnate he would know the commandments. 

14) “And no man hath ascended up to heaven, but he that came down from heaven, but he that 
came down from heaven, even the Son of man which is in heaven” (John 3:13). If Jesus is in 
heaven, how can he be down on earth speaking? Moreover, according to 2 Kings 2:11 (“and 
Elijah went up by a whirlwind into heaven ”) Jesus was not the only person to ascend into 
heaven, nor was he the first. Elijah preceded him and apparently Enoch did also (“And 
Enoch walked with God: and he was not; for God took him”- Genesis 5:24). 

15) In Luke 23:43 Jesus said to the thief on the cross, “Today shalt thou be with me in 
paradise.” This obviously has to be false, for Jesus was supposed to lay dead in the tomb for 
three days following his crucifixion. 

1 6) Jesus says : “Ye have heard that it hath been said, Thou shalt love thy neighbor, and hate 
thine enemy” (Matthew 5:43). This statement does not exist in the OT either. In fact. 

Proverbs 24:17 says, “Rejoice not when thine enemy falleth, and let not thine heart be glad 
when he stumbleth... ” 

17) Jesus is reported to say: “The law and the prophets were until John: since that time the 
kingdom of God is preached, and every man presseth into it” (Luke 16:16). Certainly every 
man is not pressing to enter the kingdom of God. The very fact that I am an atheist (one third 
of the world’s population does not believe in a god) proves this verse to be false. 

18) “Or have ye not read in the law, how that on the Sabbath days the priests in the temple 
profane the Sabbath, and are blameless?” (Matthew 12:5) Nowhere does the OT state that the 
priests in the temple profaned the Sabbath and were considered blameless. 

19) “Yea; have ye never read, ‘Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings thou hast perfected 
praise'” (Matthew 21:16). Jesus is quoting Psalm 8:2, which says, “Out of the mouth of babes 
and sucklings hast thou ordained strength because of thine enemies...”. “Perfect praise” has 
little to do with “ordaining strength because of thine enemies.” Another misquotation! 

20) “But I say unto you, That Elias is indeed come, and they have done unto him whatsoever 
they listed, as it is written of him” (Mark 9:13). There are no prophecies in the OT of things 
that were to happen to Elijah. 

Jesus, in all his “God incarnate” wisdom, contradicts himself: 

21) Jesus consistently contradicts himself concerning his Godly status. “I and my father are 
one.” (John 14:28) Also see Philippians 2:5-6 Those verses lead us to believe that he is a part 



of the trinity and equal to his father being a manifestation of him. Yet, Jesus also made many 
statements that deny he is the perfect men, much less God incarnate. Take the following for 
example: “Why callest thou me good? There is none good but one, that is God” (Matthew 
19:17). “My father if greater then I.” (John 14:28) Also see Matthew 24:26 Clearly, Jesus is 
denouncing the possibility of him being the Messiah in those three verses. 

22) Jesus said, “whosoever shall say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of hell fire” (Matthew 5:22). 
Yet, he himself did so repeatedly, as Matthew 23:17-19 and Luke 11:40 & 12:20 show. Clearly 
Jesus should be in danger of hell too? 

23) Does Jesus support peace, or war? Matthew 5:39 “Resist not evil, but whoever shall smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him the other also.” Also note Matthew 6:38-42 & 26:52 where 
Jesus teaches non-resistance. Non-violence. Now read (Luke 22:36-37) Where Jesus 
commands people to take arms for a coming conflict. (John 2:15) Jesus uses a whip to 
physically drive people out of the temple. 

24) Matthew 15:24 Jesus said, “I am not sent but unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel, ”. 
This would of course mean that he is here only to save the Jews. The scriptures repeatedly 
back up this notion that Christ is savior to the Jews and not the gentiles (see Romans 16:17, 
Revelations 14:3-4 & John 10). The contradiction lies in what Jesus later tells his followers: 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations” (Matthew 28:19). 

25) Can we hate our kindred? Luke 14:26 Jesus says “If any man come unto me, and hate not 
his father, and mother, and wife, and children, and brother, and sisters, yea, and his own life 
also, he can not be my disciple.” John 3:15 “Whosoever hateth his brother is a murderer.” Also 
see Ephesians 6:22, 5:25, & Matthew 15:4 

26) Even many of the staunchest defenders of Jesus admit that his comment in Matthew 10:34 
(“I came not to send peace but a sword”) contradicts verses such as Matthew 26:52 (“Put up 
again thy sword into his place: for all that take the sword shall perish with the sword”). 

27) Deuteronomy 24:1 & 21:10-14 all say that divorce is allowed for the simple reason if a 
“man no longer delighteth in his wife”. Yet Jesus comes along and breaks his father’s law by 
saying in Matthew 5:32 that adultery is the only way one can be divorced. 

28) In Mark 8:35 Jesus said: “...but whosoever shall lose his life for my sake and the gospel’s 
the same shall save it.” How could Jesus have said this when there was no gospel when he 
lived? The gospel did not appear until after his death. 

29) Matthew 6:13 Jesus recites a revised prayer and states, “Don’t bring us into temptation.” 
God is the cause of everything, even Satan. God has been leading people into temptation since 
the Garden of Eden. Otherwise, the trees of life and knowledge would have never been there. 

30) Matthew 12:1-8 Jesus thinks it’s okay to break his father’s laws, by breaking the Sabbath 
day. He states that he is basically exempt for such fiascoes and that he is Master of the 
Sabbath. 


31) John 3:17 Jesus contradicts himself when he says, “God didn’t send his son into the world 
to condemn it, but to save it.” Jesus seems to forget his own stories. 



32) James 4:3 If your prayers are not answered, it’s your own damned fault. This is in direct 
contradiction to where Jesus says “seek and ye shall find, ask and it shall be known to you”. 

33) “If Jesus bears witness of himself his witness is true” John 8:14, “If I bear witness of myself 
it is not true.” John 5:31 

34) “I am with you always, even unto the end of the world” (Matthew 28:20), versus “For ye 
have the poor always with you; but me ye have not always” (Matthew 26:11, Mark 14:7, John 
12:8) and “Ye shall seek me, and shall not find me: and where I am thither ye cannot come” 
(John 7:34). Is this the kind of friend one can rely on? 

35) “And he saith unto them, Whosoever shall put away his wife, and marry another, committeth 
adultery against her” (Mark 10:11 & Luke 6:18), versus “And I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, except it be for fornication, and shall marry another, committeth adultery” 
(Matthew 19:9). In the book of Matthew, Jesus said a man could put away his wife if one 
factor- fornication-is involved. In Mark and Luke he allowed no exceptions. 

36) Jesus is quoted: “Judge not, and ye shall be not judged; condemn not, and ye shall not be 
condemned: forgive, and ye shall be forgiven” (Luke 6:37 & Matthew 7:1), versus “Judge not 
according to the appearance, but judge righteous judgment” (John 7:24). Jesus stated men are 
not to judge but, then, allowed it under certain conditions. As in the case of divorce, he can’t 
seem to formulate a consistent policy. 

37) “My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” Matthew 27:46, (also note the time before 
crucification where Jesus prays for the “cup to passeth over me”) versus “Now is my soul 
troubled. And what shall I say? ‘Father; save me from this hour?’ No, for this purpose I have 
come to this hour” (John 12:27 RSV). Jesus can’t seem to decide whether or not he wants to 
die. One moment he is willing; the next he isn’t. 

38) In Luke 23:30 (“Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, fall on us, and to the hills, 
cover us”) Jesus quoted Hosea 10:8 (“...and they shall say to the mountains, cover us; and to 
the hills, fall on us”). And, like Paul, he often quoted inaccurately. In this instance, he 
confused mountains with hills. 

39) “And Jesus answered and said unto them, Elias truly shall first come, and restore all things. 
But I say unto you, That Elias is come already, and they know him not, but have done unto him 
whatsoever they listed. Likewise shall also the Son of man suffer of them. Then the disciples 
understood that he spake unto them of John the Baptist” (Matthew 17:11-13). John the Baptist 
was beheaded, but Jesus was not. And what did John the Baptist restore? Nothing! 

40) We are told salvation is obtained by faith alone (John 3:18 & 36) yet Jesus told a man to 
follow the Commandments-Matthew 19:16-18 (saving by works)-if he wanted eternal life. 

41) In Luke 12:4 Jesus told his followers to “Be not afraid of them that kill the body.” But 
Matthew 12:14-16, John 7:1, 8:59, 10:39, 11:53-54, & Mark 1:45 show that Jesus consistently 
feared death. Jesus went out of his way to hide, run, and attempt escape from the Roman and 
Jewish authorities. 



42) Matthew 5:28 says to sin in “your heart” is considered a sin in itself. The messiah is 
supposed to be God incarnate, not able to sin, yet in Matthew 4:5 & Luke 4:5-9, Jesus was 
tempted by Satan in the desert, which is sinning in his heart. Jesus also took upon all the sins 
of the world during his crucifixion, so how can it be said that “Jesus was the perfect man 
without sin”? This would lead one to believe he was not the Messiah. 

43) Jesus told us to “Love your enemies; bless them that curse you,” but ignored his own advice 
by repeatedly denouncing his opposition. Matthew 23:17 (“Ye fools and blind”), Matthew 
12:34 (“0 generation of vipers”), and Matthew 23:27 (“... hypocrites ... ye are like unto whited 
sepulchres. ..”) are excellent examples of hypocrisy. 

44) Did the people of Jesus’ generation see any signs? (Matthew 12:38-40) Jesus announced 
that no signs would be given to that generation except the Resurrection itself. (Mark 8:12-13) 
Jesus announced that no signs would be given to that generation. (Mark 16:20) They went 
out preaching, and the Lord confirmed the word through accompanying signs. (John 20:30) 
Jesus provided many wonders and signs. (Acts 2:22) Jesus provided many wonders and 
signs. (Acts 5:12 & 8:13) many signs and wonders were done through the apostles. 

45) Jesus commands the disciples to go into Ga l ilee immediately after the resurrection. 
Matthew 28:10 Jesus commands the disciples to “tarry in Jerusalem” immediately after the 
resurrection. 

46) Matthew 28:18 & John 3:35 both tell that Jesus said he could do anything. Yet Mark 6:5 
says Jesus was not all powerful. 

47) Jesus says in Luke 2:13-14 that he came to bring peace on earth. Matthew 10:34 Jesus 
back peddles and says he did not come to bring peace on earth. 

48) Did Christ receive testimony from man? “Ye sent unto John and he bare witness unto the 
truth. But I receive not testimony from man.” John 5:33-34 “Andye shall also bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from the beginning.” John 15:27 

49) Christ laid down his life for his friends. John 15:13 & 10:11 Christ laid down his life for 
his enemies. Romans 5:10 

50) Deuteronomy 23:2 says that bastards can not attend church unto the tenth generation. If 
Jesus was spawned by Mary and Jehovah as the Bible claims then he is technically a bastard 
and should not be the leader of the church. 

Sexism in the Torah 

Sexism is quite rampant in the Torah, considering the Hebrews were once a very chauvinistic 
society when it was written. As a feminist, I find it my duty to site the following verses and 
remind fellow women of the sexist pig they are told to worship. I can not possibly list all of the 
injustices that the Torah mentions. Everything from the story of Lilith (who was booted out 
of Eden for having dominant sex with Adam) to how women are blamed for the fall from 
grace. I had to settle for merely presenting a sample list as of right now and I shall add more 



verses as I thumb threw the Pentateuch a second time. In the mean while, please feel free to 
utilize anything you see here. 

Genesis 3:16 Says that all women must suffer great pains during child birth due to Eve eating 
the fruit of knowledge. (As if it is somehow just that humans should pay for their ancestor’s 
sins nor is a woman dying in labor some how befitting of a crime she did not commit.) The 
verse finishes of by saying a husband shall “rule” over his woman, stripping us off all power 
in between the sexes. 

Genesis 19:8 Tells of a man named Lot who offers his daughters to a crowd of would be angel 
rapers. Later, Lot impregnates his own daughters after God kills his wife for simply looking 
back at the remains of her city. 

Genesis 38:16-24 Tells a very interesting story of a man named Judah whom lived with his 
widowed daughter in law. His daughter in law was grieving and wearing the veils of 
mourning which Judah (a rather stupid man) mistook for the clothing of a prostitute. He 
ended up impregnating his daughter in law and she left the city. On a later date Judah sees 
the young woman again and demanded she be burned for being a prostitute (I like how only 
the woman is punished when THEY BOTH engaged in the sexual act). It wasn’t until Judah 
recognized the woman as his daughter in law and she was with his child, that he decided not 
to kill her. Basically, Judah can commit incest, use a prostitute (in his mistaken perception), 
and impregnate a MUCH younger woman, yet he thinks she is the one deserving of death. 

Exodus 21:3-4 Says that if a male slave is given a wife by his master (regardless of how long 
they are wed, how much they love each other or if they have kids) he can not leave 
servanthood with his wife or children. The woman and children are merely property of the 
master and their personal happiness or sanctity of family doesn’t matter. 

Exodus 21:7 God not only sanctions selling ones daughter into slavery, but he also gives out 
laws on how it should be done. 

Exodus 21:10 God ordains men taking several wives and even sets up laws as to how multiple 
wives should be handled. 

Leviticus 12:1-8 Explains that a woman has to be purified after giving birth because she is 
“unclean”. It goes on to say that birthing a male is cleaner then birthing a female, hence a 
mother must purify TWICE as long when having a daughter. This is BLATANT sexism from 
the point of birth. A woman is dirty simply for being a woman; this is obviously very biased 
and chauvinistic. 

Leviticus 15:19-30 Explains that a woman having her menstruation must be avoided to the 
point of not even touching what she has touched. It is quite curious that women are punished 
for simply having a biological function that “God” claims to have created. What is so just 
about vilifying what you created? 

Leviticus 18:19 Goes onto say that even LOOKING at a menstruating woman is wrong. 

Leviticus 19:20 Says that if a man has sex with a slave or betrothed woman he must then 
“scourge” her. Scourging is a term for a severe flogging or whipping. I find it quite curious 



that the woman shall be punished to the point of a beating for such an occurrence, yet the 
man gets to go free for the deed. 

Leviticus 21:9 Explains that unchaste daughters of priests must be burnt to death. What 
about his unchaste sons? Of course this isn’t even answered in the Torah, we are to assume 
yet again that men have the power to do as they wish and a woman must suffer the 
punishment for BOTH of them. 

Leviticus 27:3-7 God places a dollar value on human life; with women worth less than men. 

Numbers 1:2 Is the basis for the sexism that remains rampant today. In this verse Moses 
takes a poll of all the men who are able to fight in war, women aren’t even counted in the 
census. Apparently back then, just like today, us women are considered the weaker species 
and unable to battle. (Let’s not forget that during the time the Pentateuch was written women 
in Pagan cultures were FEARED and revered as the more powerful species. It is because of 
this patriarchal religion and it’s offshoots that we have been reduced to cowering sub¬ 
humans.) 

Numbers 30:3-16 A woman can’t make a vow unless her husband allows it. 

Numbers 31: 14-18 Moses tells his men to kill all the males, non-virginal women, elderly and 
children of the Midianite tribe. Of course, the virgin women are kept for raping. If you read 
later down in the scripture God states that the Jews can not even marry a Midianite woman 
(with exception to Moses). Hence these women who were captured were repeatedly raped and 
impregnated and they weren’t even allowed a marital status in which to protect them. 

Deuteronomy 20:13-15 Kill all the men and boys in the cities that God “delivers into your 
hands,” but keep the women for raping. 

Deuteronomy 21:11-14 If you see a pretty woman among the captives then just take her home 
and “go in unto her.” 

Deuteronomy 22:5 Women that wear men’s clothing are an “abomination unto the Lord.” 

Deuteronomy 22:13-22 Women, be sure to keep the tokens of your virginity. Otherwise the 
men of your city may stone you to death. This does not apply to men though, of course. What 
is interesting to note here is the actual wording, it says : “that if a man hateth his wife he may 
say she did not have the tokens of her virginity”. Since there is no way a woman can truly 
prove she had a hymen upon marriage the word rests on the husband and she can be disposed 
of simply when he tires of her. 

Deuteronomy 22:23-24 is one of the most cruel and sexist passages of the Torah. It says that 
women who are raped and fail to “cry out loud” in a populated area are most likely enjoying 
the attack should be killed. 

Deuteronomy 22:28-29 A rapist must buy his victim from her father for 50 shekels. Is this 
supposed to be some type of retribution? What about the victim here, what if she doesn’t 
want to marry a pig who raped her? All that matters is her father receives payment for his 
“property”. 



Deuteronomy 25:11-12 Says that we must cut off a woman’s hand if she touches the “secrets” 
of a man who is fighting with her husband...“And thine eye shall not pity her.” Once again, 
there is no punishment for the man she touched, only the woman. 


Ten Commandments 

Obey Thy Ten Commandments, Or Else 

There are many Christians and Jews who demand that the Ten Commandments should be 
displayed in public institutions. In my opinion it is only fair that if the commandments are to 
be displayed, so should the penalties for breaking those commandments. Matter of fact they 
should be posted in its entirety so that society can see just what kind of crap these religions 
are feeding us. I also encourage those of you Judeo/Christians who visit here to print out this 
very list and post it where your children can see it. It’s time you explain to them what a 
murderous, unjust god you brainwash them into worshiping. 

1st. Commandment, Exodus 20:3 “Thou shalt have no other gods before me”. Old Testament 
punishment - Deuteronomy 17:1-5 “And hath gone and served other gods, and worshiped them, 
either the sun, or moon, or any of the host of heavens, which I have not commanded. Then shalt 
thou bring forth that man or that woman, which have committed that wicked thing and shalt 
stone them with stones, till they die”. Deuteronomy 14:6-10, “If thy brother, the son of thy 
mother, or thy son, or thy daughter, or the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, which is of thine own 
soul, entice thee secretly, saying, Let us go and serve other gods, which thou hast not known, 
thou, nor thy fathers; Thou shalt not consent unto him, nor hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou spare, neither shalt thou conceal him: But thou shalt surely 
kill him; thine hand shall be first upon him to put him to death, and afterwards the hand of all 
the people. Thou shalt stone him with stones, that he die; because he hath sought to thrust thee 
away from the Lord thy God.” Exodus 22:20 “He that sacrificeth unto any god, save unto the 
Lord only, he shall be utterly destroyed”. New Testament punishment - Mark 16:16 “He that 
believeth not, shall be damned”. 

2nd. Commandment, Exodus 20:4 “Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or any 
likeness of anything that is in heaven above, or that is on the earth beneath, or that is in the 
water below.” Old Testament punishment- Deuteronomy 27: 1 5 “Cursed be the man that 
maketh any graven or molten image.” That’s right kids don’t EVER draw, sculpt or paint or 
else god will curse you. Wanna be an artist, a photographer, take a picture of yourself or 
family? TOO BAD, God says no! You better drop out of art class before he smites you with 
boils. 

3rd. Commandment, Exodus 20:7 “Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord in vain”. Old 
Testament punishment - Leviticus 24:16 “And he that blasphemeth the name of the Lord, he 
shall surely be put to death”. New Testament punishment - Matthew 12:32 “Whosoever 
speaketh against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, neither in this world, neither in the 



world to come”. Mark 3:29 - “He that shall blaspheme against the Holy Ghost hath never 
forgivness, but is in danger of eternal damnation”. 

4th. Commandment, Exodus 20:8 “Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it holy”. Old Testament 
punishment - Exodus 31:15 “Whosoever shall work in the Sabbath day, he shall surely be put to 
death”. Numbers 15:32. “And while the children of Israel were in the wilderness, they found a 
man that gathered sticks upon the Sabbath day...And all the congregation brought him without 
the camp, and stoned him with stones, and he died; as the Lord commanded Moses.” 

5th. Commandment, Exodus 20:12 “Honour thy father and thy mother”. Old Testament 
punishment - Exodus 21:15-17 “And he that smiteth his father, or his mother, shall be surely 
put to death”. More punishment - Exodus 21:17 “And he that curseth his father, or his mother, 
shall surely be put to death”. 

6th. Commandment, Exodus 20:13 “Thou shalt not kill”. Strangely enough this is a 
commandment despite all the punishments that require death in the New Testament and the 
Old Testament. How can thou not kill when thou is commanded to kill at the same time? 

This hypocrisy should be pointed out if the ten commandments are posted in schools, court 
rooms and buildings of legislation. The confusion of this commandment would surely bring 
capitol punishment into question. 

7th. Commandment, Exodus 20:14 “Thou shalt not commit adultery”. Old Testament 
punishment - Leviticus 20:10 “And the man that committeth adultery with another man’s wife, 
the adulterer and the adulteress shall be put to death”. 

I am working on compiling the list of punishments for commandments 8, 9, and 10. They 
should be up by then. In the mean while I have several other random commands by god that 
are quite interesting which I have listed here. The following command is very relevant for it 
requires a mandatory belief in the biblical god. Following the Ten Commandments, which are 
also listed in Deuteronomy 5:7-21, there are a number of curses which shall come upon thee, 
and overtake thee. These curses are given in Deuteronomy 28:17-68. Space does not permit 
all of them to be quoted, but a few are that the Lord will smite thee with consumption, fever, 
hemorrhoids, scab, madness, blindness, boils, and many more even worse. 

For those of you Christians who disregard the Old Testament (even though Christ said it was 
forever binding), I have gathered together a great law from the New Testament. Romans 1 : 
29-32 “Those filled with unrighteousness, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, maliciousness; 
envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, backbiters, hate for god, despite, proud, 
boasters, inventions of evil things, disobedience to parents, without understanding, covenant 
breakers, unnatural affection, implacable or unmerciful nature: Who knowing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such things are worthy of death”. 

Now I have had the displeasure of meeting many a Christian and I have one to meet as of yet, 
whom according to this list, are NOT worthy of death. How many of us feel envy, wish to 
fornicate, boast or gossip? How many Christians are guilty of debating? Why every day 
some Christian is debating the word of god or his dogmas with me. Every day I am the victim 
of deceit and despite at the hands of some Christian verbally harassing me for my beliefs. No 
wonder why god said that there shall only be 144,000 in the heaven out of all his followers. 



In Conclusion: 


Christians and Jews should post the commandments up in their parochial schools and in their 
churches/temples. But, if they insist on doing so they should print out this very page and hang 
it up for all to see. Don’t be a half-ass religionist; educate your children on what God truly 
commands. Stop thriving on telling half truths about your Bible/Pentateuch and publish the 
WHOLE story. Most importantly, do not think you have the right to post them in public 
institutions. It is MY job to educate MY child. Children need to learn the true meaning of 
love, compassion, morality, forgiveness and mercy. Not the filthy dogmas your Jehovah 
commands. Quite frankly, in comparison to hell-fire and damnation I’ll stick with Big Bird. 


What Would Jesus Do? 

Advocate child abuse, murder, and other cruelties. 

Christians are always claiming, “he’s the lamb”, “our savior”, “the king of peace”, “the 
embodiment of love”, and many other names they associate with a loving, merciful nature. 
Jesus a nice guy? Not in my book. Nor in any other person’s who is capable of compassion 
and rationality. Let’s examine who the hell the Jesus character really is. These verses will 
show not only that Jesus’ loving nature a joke but so are the Christians who worship him. 

Jesus’ real mission to come to earth 

Jesus says that he has come to destroy families by making family members hate each other. 

He has “come not to send peace, but a sword.” Matthew 10:34 

Jesus says, “Don’t imagine that I came to bring peace on earth! No, rather a sword If you love 
your father, mother, sister, brother, more than me, you are not worthy of being mine. “The 
real beauty of this verse is that Jesus demands people truly love him more then they love their 
own family. I ask you how can we love someone that we can not see or interact with? Love is 
an emotion pertaining to physical existence not to faithful ideologies, yet God threatens you 
with death just because your love for your mother maybe stronger than your love for him. 
(Matthew 10:34) 

Families will be torn apart because of Jesus. “ Brother shall deliver up the brother to death, and 
the father the child: and the children shall rise up against their parents, and cause them to be put 
to death.” (Matthew 10:21) 

Jesus strongly approves of the law and the prophets. He hasn’t the slightest objection to the 
cruelties of the Old Testament. (Matthew 5:17) 

Jesus advocates murder and death 

Jesus condemns entire cities to dreadful deaths and to the eternal torment of hell because they 
didn’t care for his preaching. (Matthew 11:20) 

Jesus, whose clothes are dipped in blood, has a sharp sword sticking out of his mouth. Thus 
attired, he treads the winepress of the wrath of God. (The winepress is the actual press that 
humans shall be put into so that we may be ground up.) (Revelations 19:13-15) 



The beast and the false prophet are cast alive into a lake of fire. The rest of us, the unchosen, 
will be killed with the sword of Jesus. “An all the fowls were filled with their flesh.” 
Revelations (19:20-21) 

Jesus says he is the only way to salvation yet he purposely disillusions us so that we will go to 
hell 

Jesus explains that the reason he speaks in parables is so that no one will understand him, lest 
... they ... should understand ... and should be converted, and I should heal them. (Matthew 
13:10-15) 

Jesus explains why he speaks in parables to confuse people so they will go to hell. (Mark 4:11- 

12 ) 

Jesus advocates child abuse 

Jesus is criticized by the Pharisees for not washing his hands before eating. He defends 
himself by attacking them for not killing disobedient children according to the 
commandment: He that curseth father or mother, let him die the death. (Matthew 15:4-7) 

Abandon your wife and children for Jesus and he’ll give your a big reward. Jesus asks that 
his followers abandon their children to follow him. To leave your child is abuse, it’s called 
neglect, pure and simple. (Matthew 19:29) 

Jesus criticizes the Jews for not killing their disobedient children according to Old Testament 
law. (Mark 7:9) 

A few other things about Jesus 

Jesus says that those who have been less fortunate in this life will have it even worse in the life 
to come. (Mark 4:25) 

Jesus sends the devils into 2000 pigs, causing them to jump off a cliff and be drowned in the 
sea. Clearly Jesus could have simply sent the devils out, yet he chose instead to place them 
into pigs and kill them. This is called animal abuse. (Mark 5:12-13) 

Jesus kills a fig tree for not bearing figs, even though it was out of season. Jesus must not be 
as smart as Christians would have us believe, for he was dumb enough to do something this 
silly. You’d think the son of god (god incarnate) would know that trees don’t bear fruit in dry 
season. (Mark 11:13) 

Jesus okays beating slaves. (Luke 12:47) 

Why I am not a Christian 

Introduction 

This essay was inspired by the consistent assumption of Christians that if I believed the Bible 
were true, I would become a Christian. There are several reasons for my atheism, the leading 
of which is the idea of a higher power is not probable in light of current scientific data. The 
second of which is I do not find the state of the world in accordance with an idea of a loving 



and merciful higher power. Then of course there is the factor that the basis of this essay shall 
be about; I do not find the Biblical God fit for worship. Over the course of this essay there 
will be some times when I will speak as if I believe in the Bible, when in fact I do not. 

I plan to examine the Bible with critical inquiry. This essay will not be based upon scientific 
facts and how they disprove the Bible. It shall be an application of my emotions regarding 
compassion, love, mercy, patience, and justice. I hope to explain more clearly why the God 
depicted in the Bible violates my idea of a moral being. This shall be done over a series of 
topics. Each pointing out how Jehovah is undeserving of my worship. I will utilize Biblical 
verses to support my claim as well as what I consider to be logical reasoning. 

Now would be the time to ask you to please take out your bibles for consultation. I will only 
cite the verse and a brief overview. I do not have the space to write out the verse in its 
entirety. I especially don’t wish to spew out so much information that I run the risk of 
overloading those people who dislike reading. 

Hell 

Hell, of course, is the mother of all of my problems with the bible. It is perhaps the most 
despicable and hideous of all of the Christian God’s crimes. Indeed, the crudest of all 
concentration camps. (Certainly far worse than the ones created by the Nazis.) Described 
biblically as the “lake of fire”, “the place of eternal torment with weeping and gnashing of 
teeth” Jesus said in Mark 9:42-48 That it is better to commit suicide or self maiming then to 
be delivered unto hell. So, according to the bible I assume that all here can agree that there is 
an existence of hell, and that hell is the worst of all circumstance. Knowing this, let me indulge 
you as to why the existence of hell paints the Christian God as not fit for worshiping. 

I am a moderately compassionate individual, rational, moral, and nurturing. Most of all I am 
a creator, a mother. I propose this to you, a human question. Can all here, Christian or 
atheist, safely say that if there is a God, he is our greatest thought magnified? Whatever 
emotion we feel as human, being created in his image, God is infinitely more feeling? For he 
is the creator of all things created, I believe this concept is pretty safe to assume. With this 
being so, my love for my daughter must be a fraction of God’s love for his children. Speaking 
as a mother, I can safely say that if my child were to commit the greatest harm upon me 
tomorrow, I would never wish her harm. Why? Simply because she is my creation. 

If my daughter were to maim me, slander me, etc. I would still love her, for my instinct and 
emotion demands of me to protect and care for her regardless of her actions, much like all 
rational beings (animal kingdom included). So now I pose the question, why then would God 
condemn us to hell for something as menial as lack of faith? If he is not infinitely more so 
loving then me, why would hell even exist? Any true loving being would never condemn his 
own children to everlasting torment, especially one that proclaims himself to having the very 
essence of forgiveness. 

But “God Is Just” You Claim 

Most Christians have responded to this statement with the following rationalization. “God 
can not let all of his creations into heaven because he is just.” I ask in rebuttal to this, since 



when is justice more important than love in the heart of a parent? Is hell even justice, or is it 
simply cruel and unusual punishment? The bible states the system of justice very simply. 

“Do unto others as you would have them do unto you. There is also another variation of that 
system with the biblical verse “eye for an eye”. The Christian God violates his own system of 
law when he damns his creations to eternal suffering for sins as menial as theft or blasphemy. 
I hardly think, nor would any logical person, that throwing someone into a gnashing jaw 
would be justly befitting of nearly any crime. (With the exception of murder, and even so, 
eternal punishment is pretty excessive.) 

Most courts of law would take custody of your child from you just for an excessive spanking. 
We as a people enacted these laws, for we thought them to be logical. Is God above logic, or 
what we deem as compassionate behavior? After all he pitches a majority of his children into 
a lake of “fire and brimstone.” How many of us would want a parent such as that? Anyone 
of us would immediately sever our ties with such an abusive person. Yet Christians knowingly 
continue the insanity of giving worship to a God so cruel! 

“Free Will”, You Say? 

It is also written that I was given free will with which to choose if I will go to hell or not. How 
can you possibly deem something free when you must fear consequences? That completely 
conflicts with the definition of free. If I were to hold a gun to your head and say “you have 
free will to not give me your wallet, but if you attempt to defy me I will kill you.” Does it 
really feel as if you have a choice in the matter? Of course not. Free means to give or receive 
something with out an expectation of return. The whole free will concept is self defeating. 

Call it Circumstantial Will, for that is what it truly is. 

Despite this, I have still had the displeasure of debating with those Christians who accept hell 
as a rational and fair wrath of God. They defend Jehovah’s creation of hell with the opinion 
that those who are committed to hell go voluntary, as if it is a consequence rather then a 
punishment. That indeed, we as children of God, chose rather to be hell’s inmates then God’s 
disciples in heaven. It’s an interesting idea. However, you don’t have to hurt anyone to get 
into Hell. All it takes, according to Scripture, is knowing about Jesus and not accepting him 
as Savior. It doesn’t matter how virtuous you are, how much good you do, how happy an 
environment you create for others. Given this, the voluntary entry argument doesn’t make 
sense. The same argument could be used to justify the sending of Aryan opponents of Nazism 
to concentration camps: they voluntarily chose not to give homage to Hitler, so they chose to 
be interred. Why should we blame the Nazis for the inmates’ choice? Why should we blame 
God for the choice of the damned? 

Genocide 

I hear a lot from Christians about God’s “infinite compassion and mercy”. 

Instead of harping on me about something so unapparent, they should go tell it to the 
Midianites. (Please open your Bibles to Numbers 31) The following verses are a classic 
example of wholesale slaughter and rape under the direction of the same God they claim to be 
so merciful. A quick sample of this tale: On the way to the promised land, God had Moses 
wage a war campaign against the Midian. Moses was told to put every Midianite to death, 



plunder anything of value, set fire to their towns where they lived and all their encampments. 
Moses gave the orders to his troops (the sons of Israel) and went on a further campaign. On 
the return of his troops Moses was enraged with the commanders of the army. He said, “Why 
have you spared the life of all the women and children? You are to kill all the children and 
kill all the women who have slept with a man. The lord says spare the lives only of the young 
girls who have not slept with a man, and take them for yourselves, so that we may multiply 
into a great nation.” Yes, friends, this is biblical infinite mercy and compassion for you. I 
particularly like the way that Moses got upset with them for sparing women and male 
children, but allowed the young girls to be kept for later raping. 

I have had some Christians proclaim that these Midianite girls were not taken for raping but 
marriage. How ridiculous! If you continue further in the scripture you will find that 
marriage to a Midianite was a crime against God. A man named Zimri, broke the law and 
married a Midianite woman this angered God so he sent a plague among the Hebrews. 
Fortunately, a zealous son of Israel speared Zimri right through the genitals, and the plague 
went away. So now I ask you, if you could not marry a Midianite, just what were these 
“virgin woman who were to help multiply” good for? 

I don’t think the first born in Egypt during the captivity would have agreed with the verdict 
of compassion and mercy either. (Exodus 11:5 & 12:29) First of all, Jehovah is the one who 
purposely hardened the heart of the Pharaoh so that he would not let Moses and the Jews go. 
God messed with someone’s free will. God could have even teleported the Jews out of 
captivity without bloodshed, or put the Egyptians to sleep while they left, but no. God decided 
to set up a situation in which he knew he would have to punish the Pharaoh. Though this he 
didn’t even do. He punished the children instead. Judging from God’s previous actions, 
killing innocent children is much more his forte. 

Lastly, please attempt to read the entire book of Joshua some evening. It is a long sequence of 
atrocities. I have not given all these quotes for space reasons. I urge you to look them up for 
yourself. Especially for Christians who are not familiar with the bible. It will leave you not 
only shocked and in question of just what you are worshiping, but it will give a new definition 
to all morality you claimed was a derivative of God. If by some chance you read Joshua and 
you are still compliant with the loving notion of God, I suggest you re evaluate your code of 
ethics. 

Here is the place I will now speak of common rationalizations used for this slaughter. I have 
discovered via my discussions that there are two major forms: the corruption argument and 
the mercy argument. The former says that those slaughtered were evil and deserving of their 
fate; the latter says that since they were religiously incorrect, it was a mercy to terminate their 
existence. 

The corruption argument simply does not hold up. The people slaughtered in the Old 
Testament were almost uniformly blameless (with a few exceptions, of course for instance, the 
Sodomites violated the conventions of hospitality.) Usually, no justification is offered beyond 
the fact that since they were of another tribe, it was OK to kill them. It goes with out saying 
that the hordes of slaughtered children were innocent. (*Quick tip-If God was anti abortion 
he wouldn’t have ordered the murder of pregnant women and young children.) 



As to the mercy argument: If I don’t claim to be suffering, and don’t ask to die, neither you 
nor any god has the right to decide that you know better. (This would of course be a violation 
of my free will.) If a person tried to do this to me, I would quite frankly attempt to kill him; if 
a god tried, well, the only weapon I would have would be withholding my worship. Are you 
beginning to see why I do not comply with the worship of the Christian God? 

Neglect 

Most of us, given omnipotence, would be able to do a far better job than Jehovah. What 
would you do if given omnipotence? If your answer is anything other than “abolish world 
hunger, disease or save the earth”, there’s something more than a little skewed in your 
perception of mankind. There is no question that the very balance of life is in peril. To wish 
for these things doesn’t take “infinite mercy”, just normal compassion and a bit of common 
sense. God’s supposed infinite mercy is apparently the same thing as no mercy at all. 

What makes this particularly unforgivable is that even Jesus’ own standards demand feeding 
of the poor. See Matthew 25:35, in which it is stated that the blessed feed the hungry, and that 
the damned do not. I find it funny that God is held blameless, though, for not feeding them. 
Does not the old saying “practice what you preach” apply to God? Is his lack of action a 
hypocrisy or a sin? Could it perhaps be both? 

Usually, when I bring this up in a discussion, someone says, “No. It is the evil of men that is to 
blame; they have lots of money and keep it to themselves rather than feeding the poor.” 
(Funny thing that the Christians who say this are usually conservative.) This argument uses 
a double standard. Men are held guilty for not feeding the poor, while God is held innocent 
for doing exactly the same. In fact, it would be far easier for God to feed all the poor with his 
omnipotence, than for any mortal man to feed even one! Mankind is certainly not blameless 
here, but it is Jehovah who is the true villain. 

Another popular rationalization is that life without “challenges” would be boring and 
dehumanizing, so God does not remove them. The fallacy here is grouping all challenges 
together. I personally lead a very challenging and satisfying life, but I have not lately had to 
flee any volcanoes or earthquakes, go without food for a week, or suffer the ravages of some 
disease. I would be quite happy, in fact, if I never do have to face such challenges as those. 
There is plenty of room for amelioration of the human condition without making it dull. 

Does it not defeat the purpose of living life if you are to starve to death? 

Faith Is Required To Know God: 

Suppose you were an omnipotent god, and you demand worship, such as the Christian God. 
Would you give proof of your existence to those who wished to follow you? I imagine for 
Jehovah that it would be quite simple to perform a continual sequence of verifiable miracles. 

It would be quite logical in practice too, for it would keep God’s followers from delusion and 
doubt. There is no such luck with Jehovah though. He demands absolute fidelity without any 
demonstration of his existence. The only so called record of his existence is the bible. I think it 
pretty much goes with out saying that not only is the bible 2,000 years out dated, but it is also 
very unoriginal. Any Christian who proposes that the bible is indeed evidence for God’s 
existence is proposing a double standard. For there are many books which claim to be actual 



accounts of a higher power. With this in mind, why not believe in Allah from the Koran? 
Could it be because your faith is what determines your belief and not your so called “factual” 
book? 

Let’s examine what faith is. The definition of faith is hope for a circumstance or thing that is 
not proven to be true. There is no virtue in accepting something on faith, since it may very 
well be false, and it is clearly not virtuous to believe the false. Faith has also been proven 
through out history, time and again, that it is equivalent to massive hysteria; IE: Crusades, 
Burning Times, Inquisitions, Holy Wars, etc. On a grand scale faith, thus far, has only proven 
to be an intellectual weakness, and a significant barrier to scientific and moral progress. With 
all of this in mind, how can God possibly expect us to view faith as the greatest way to glorify 
him, let alone demand this of us? 

Most importantly, the point to remember here is that if we don’t believe in him, we go to Hell, 
and this is a greater evil than a lack of the “virtue” of faith or a stunting of science, or 
anything else conceivable. If God is truly concerned about the good, he will do what he can to 
keep us from Hell, and withholding vital information from us is the exact opposite of this. 

God Is The Creator Of Evil 

I am frustrated at two specific verses in the bible, which applies to this particular topic. The 
first is the biblical statement that “God is the Alpha and the Omega”. Loosely defined it 
means the beginning and the end, the all knowing. Which of course implies that all of his 
actions and the results are fore known to him. I have a real problem with this notion. For if 
God was to know ahead of time that someday he would send me to hell for being an Atheist, I 
ask what was the purpose in him creating me in the first place? Was it simply to watch me be 
tortured? That seems to be the most logical explanation. I can think of no other rational 
explanation, nor neither has any Christian who I posed this question to. Some people have 
attempted to tell me that God has a purpose unknown to us, and that we must simply accept 
his will. Would you keep a friend who commits evil and offers no self-justification or 
remorse? Of course not, so why is this same judgment not applied to God? It’s seems rather 
contradictory that this trait is despised in humanity, yet, it is worshiped in religion. 

Secondly, I want to reinforce the fact that God is indeed the creator of evil. Please read verse 
Isaiah 45:7. “I form the light and create darkness. I make peace and create evil. I the lord do 
all these things”. The Christian God outright claims that he is indeed the source of evil. So 
how can he then claim to be sinless? 

To be more specific, let’s talk about the lord’s creation of evil, let’s talk about the conception 
of Satan. This being was created and unleashed by God. Jehovah knew (for he is the all 
knowing) that at the time of Lucifer’s creation he would eventually become Satan, and spend 
his existence wreaking havoc on man kind. Leading people into criminal activities. Suppose I 
were to build an evil robot, that I knew would go around torturing and murdering people. 
Whose fault would it be if I let it loose? Mine or the robot’s? Of course it would be mine, for 
I created it with that purpose and unleashed it for that purpose. Now I ask you, whose fault is 
deviltry in the world?

Now God Plays Switch-A-Roo And Humans Are The Creators Of Evil Not only does the bible 
imply, but so do many Christians, that we as a people are the creator of evil. It is clear for 
reading the bible that this is untrue, but the speculation still remains. Supposedly, when 
Adam and Eve fell from grace, they single handedly brought evil into the world. All you have 
to do is think logically for a moment, and you will obviously see something is very unjust with 
this concept. Could any rational being hold a starving infant in Ethiopia responsible for the 
actions of two long dead people? Or perhaps, would you find it fair to be convicted of Jack 
the Ripper’s crimes? The connection in both of these instances are not only ludicrous but, 
disgusting to nod your head at. People who use this argument are simply attempting to 
rationalize sadism. 

I must declare that a Christian that walks into a childrens ward and insists that it is correct 
that children suffer as a result of the original sin, must destroy themselves of all compassion 
and mercy. I insist that those who worship the lord knowing this hypocrisy must be as cruel 
as the Christian God he/she believes in. A complete and utter moral degenerate, taking stabs 
at protecting their belief system. A person as such would just as easily worship Satan as God 
in their blindness and faith. For apparently, no amount of evidence could convince him that 
God was bad once they decided to worship him; their basic assumption is that they are 
correct, which makes them untouchable by any amount of rationality. 

Human Judgment 

One of the criticisms most frequently leveled at me when presenting any of the above 
arguments has been that I have no right to judge God. A pretty feeble grasp at the straws. 

Christians proclaim that God is the definition of good. All morality proceeds downwards 
from him, so it makes no sense to apply moral standards to him. But I must interject. God 
allowed my ancestors Adam and Eve to eat the fruit from the Tree of Knowledge. Thus, 
allowing us “to be like gods, and know the difference between good and evil”. This very biblical 
verse, written in the first book of Genesis, conflicts with the same argument these Christians 
attempt to use. If we as humans are now capable of knowing good and evil LIKE THE GODS 
why can’t we use our judgment? How can it be lower then God’s if God is the one who 
claimed that we are like him? 

Let’s say for the sake of argument that I should not judge God. Well then, would it be fair to 
hold him up to his own standards? Please consult verses Matthew 25:41-46 We hear Jesus 
say: “Go away from me with your curse upon you, to the eternal fire prepared for the devil and 
his angels. For I was hungry and you never gave me food; I was thirsty and you never gave me 
anything to drink; I was a stranger and you never made me welcome, naked and you never 
clothed me, sick and in prison and you never visited me... And they will go away to eternal 
punishment, and the virtuous to eternal life.” 

Now, I have never personally seen Jesus feed the hungry nor, have I seen him give drink to 
those who thirst. But, I do personally see thousands of people die of starvation. I do not recall 
Jesus dispensing clothes. He has never made me feel welcome, let alone acknowledged. I see 
the faithful sicken and die on a daily basis. In light of this Jesus himself is the worst of all 
sinners; if there is no double standard he will be at the head of the line into eternal 
punishment. He is guilty of every crime of which he accuses the damned. 



In Conclusion 


I don’t think I could ever complete a whole list as to what I find objectionable regarding the 
bible. There are many more topics in which to tackle such as sexism, infanticide, 
homophobia, and the likes. Frankly, I find it too tiresome to go on any further. As I read over 
all that I have wrote I simply wish to close this essay with a very brief summation: I do not 
believe in the reality of God, except as a psychological phenomenon, but if I did believe I 
would not worship that horror. It violates my morality to worship a hypocritical, judgmental, 
self righteous murderer. In punishment, it could send me to the hell it’s made for those it 
dislikes, and if there was no other choice but worshiping it, I would walk in proudly. 

Definition of Atheism 

[Editor’s Note: This page is extremely long, boring, and of little interest to most people who 
visit this website. I was going to delete it but there are still some people who want to keep it 
posted, so I left it here for reference purposes.] 

It has come to my attention that some atheists on the internet are trying to redefine the words 
“atheism” and “atheist” to mean anyone who simply lacks a belief in gods. This definition 
would include babies, agnostics, and people who have not come to a conclusion about the 
existence of gods. 

This “lack of belief” definition is a bad definition for many reasons. It is not commonly used. 
It is not defined that way in any reputable dictionary. It is too broad because most agnostics 
and babies don’t consider themselves atheists. And it makes no sense for an “-ism” to be a 
based on a lack of belief. 

These atheists are usually motivated to redefine the word “atheist” because they want to 
enlarge the definition of “atheist” to include as many people as possible, or because they 
perceive it to be an advantage in debates with theists. Unfortunately, some of these people 
have used lies and distortions to support their opinions, and some have made extremely 
ignorant and grossly incorrect statements that may reflect badly on all atheists. I will correct 
some of these incorrect statements later in this essay. 

But first I will try to illustrate the problem by using three groups of people: 

Group A believes that gods do not exist (atheists). 

Group B neither believes that god exists nor do they believe that gods do not exist. This would 
include agnostics, babies, and the undecided. 

Group C believes that at least one god exists (theists). 

It is generally agreed that the people in group A are atheists and the people in group C are 
not. The main point of disagreement is whether the people in group B are considered atheists 
or not. The people who want a “lack of belief” definition would define group B as atheists 
while most people, and all reputable dictionaries, do not. Many of the people who are pushing 
a “lack of belief” definition call group A “strong atheists” and call group B “weak atheists. 



One of the main problems of a “lack of belief” definition is that it is too broad. If someone 
told you they were an atheist, you would still not know if they were agnostic, undecided, 
believed that gods don’t exist, or never thought about it. This makes the word nearly useless. 

Another problem with a “lack of belief” definition is that it is not accepted by the vast 
majority of people. I personally don’t know anyone who considers babies atheists because 
they lack belief in gods. I also don’t know of any people who are agnostic or undecided about 
the existence of God who call themselves atheists. 

The lack of public acceptance for a “lack of belief” definition of atheism is reflected in the fact 
that no reputable dictionary has a “lack of belief” definition for either “atheism” or “atheist”. 
However, this has not kept a few morons from incorrectly claiming that various dictionary 
definitions have a “lack of belief” definition 


Some of people who want to redefine the words “atheism” and “atheist” to mean “a lack of 
belief in the existence of gods” have used some incredibly stupid arguments to support their 
position. I will list some of these arguments and examine them in detail. 

Stupid Argument #1: The etymology of the word “atheism” means “a lack of belief”. 

A commonly repeated error is that the word “atheism” was derived from the prefix “a-“, 
meaning “without”, and the word “theism”, meaning a belief in God. Therefore they claim 
that “atheism” means “without a belief in God”. This is incorrect because the etymology of 
the word “atheism” derives from the Greek word “atheos” meaning “godless”. The “-ism” 
suffix, which can be roughly mean “belief”, was added later. The etymology of the word 
means “godless belief” not “without a belief in gods”. 

Stupid Argument #2: Most Dictionaries Define “Atheism” as a “Lack of Belief”. 

I see this lie quite often on the internet. The truth of the matter is that no reputable 
dictionary has a “lack of belief” definition. See page 3 for more on this subject. 

Stupid Argument #3: Most Dictionary Definitions of “Atheism” are Wrong Because They are 
Written by Biased Christians. 

This absurd claim is totally unsupported by any facts, much like the gigantic government 
conspiracy to cover-up UFO landings. 

Stupid Argument #4: Only Atheists get to Define What the Word “Atheist” Means. 

This argument is absurd for two reasons. First of all, words are defined by common usage, 
not by the people who fit that definition. For example the word “handicapped” is defined by 
common usage not just by handicapped people. 

Secondly, a “lack of belief” definition for the word “atheist” would include so many agnostics, 
babies, infants, and the undecided that the self-identified atheists would be a very small 
minority. Babies and infants would make up a majority of the “lack of belief” atheists and I 
haven’t heard of any of them who could express a coherent definition. 


Stupid Argument #5: Most Atheists Want a “Lack of Belief” Definition. 



This argument is usually presented as fact without any actual surveys to back it up. The first 
problem with this is the “babies and infants” problem described above. The second problem 
is that most scientific surveys of religious beliefs show that only a minority of the non-religious 
people self-identify as atheists. For example the 2001 American Religious Identification 
Survey (ARIS) shows that 13.2% of the US population self-identified as “no religion” while 
0.4% self-identified as atheists and 0.5% self-identified as agnostics. The 2000 Encyclopedia 
Britannica Book of the Year also shows similar numbers. 

Stupid Argument #6: The Phrase “Tom does not believe in the existence of God” does not 
mean “Tom believes that God does not exist” 

This idiotic argument is sometimes presented by brain dead morons who don’t understand 
basic English grammar. I really don’t expect most people to know that “raising” is the 
technical name for the location of the negative in the first sentence, or that raising simply 
shifts the negative from the subordinate clause where it logically belongs to the main clause, 
especially when the main clause’s verb is suppose, think, believe, seem, or the like. However, I 
find it impossible to believe that anyone with half a brain would use this argument. The 
English language is literally filled with many common examples of raising. I’ll post a few for 
clarity: 

la) “I don’t believe the mail has arrived” means “I believe the mail has not arrived”. It does not 
mean that I don’t have any beliefs about the mail arriving. 

lb) “I do not believe we missed the last bus” means “I believe we did not miss the last bus”. It 
does not mean that I don’t have any beliefs about missing the last bus. 

lc) “I don’t believe in the existence of deities” means “I believe that deities do not exist”. It 
does not mean that I don’t have any beliefs about the existence of deities. 

Stupid Argument #7: A “Lack of Belief” Definition is Useful in Debates. 

Some people think that a “lack of belief” definition of atheist shifts the burden of proof to the 
theist and requires them to prove the existence of their god. The truth of the matter is that the 
theist’s claim of a supernatural god with magical powers is an extraordinary claim and 
requires substantial evidence if it is to be logically believed. The burden of proof is on the 
theist regardless of the definition of the word “atheist”. 

As an analogy, if someone claimed that flying pigs existed, then they would have the burden of 
proof to prove this regardless of whether I told them I “lacked belief” in the existence of flying 
pigs or if I told them that I believed that flying pigs did not exist. 

Stupid Argument #8: All Atheists Lack a Belief in Gods so Anyone who Lacks a Belief in 
Gods is an Atheist. 

This argument is so damn stupid that it is rarely expressed explicitly. Usually it is only 
vaguely implied by statements such as “the only thing atheists have in common is a lack of 
belief in gods”. 



The logical mistake here should be self-evident to any adult with half a brain, so I won’t 
explain it. But if you are in a child in elementary school, try to figure it out with this analogy: 
All dogs have fur so anything with fur is a dog.

Introduction 

Atheism: in general, the critique and denial of metaphysical beliefs in God or spiritual beings. As 
such, it is usually distinguished from theism, which affirms the reality of the divine and often 
seeks to demonstrate its existence. Atheism is also distinguished from agnosticism, which leaves 
open the question whether there is a god or not, professing to find the questions unanswered or 
unanswerable. 

The dialectic of the argument between forms of belief and unbelief raises questions concerning 
the most perspicuous delineation, or characterization, of atheism, agnosticism, and theism. It is 
necessary not only to probe the warrant for atheism but also carefully to consider what is the 
most adequate definition of atheism. This article will start with what have been some widely 
accepted, but still in various ways mistaken or misleading, definitions of atheism and move to 
more adequate formulations that better capture the full range of atheist thought and more clearly 
separate unbelief from belief and atheism from agnosticism. In the course of this delineation the 
section also will consider key arguments for and against atheism. 


Atheism as rejection of religious beliefs 






A central, common core of Judaism, Christianity, and Islam is the affirmation of the reality of 
one, and only one, God. Adherents of these faiths believe that there is a God who created the 
universe out of nothing and who has absolute sovereignty over all his creation; this includes, of 
course, human beings—who are not only utterly dependent on this creative power but also sinful 
and who, or so the faithful must believe, can only make adequate sense of their lives by 
accepting, without question, God’s ordinances for them. The varieties of atheism are numerous, 
but all atheists reject such a set of beliefs. 

Atheism, however, casts a wider net and rejects all belief in “spiritual beings,” and to the extent 
that belief in spiritual beings is definitive of what it means for a system to be religious, atheism 
rejects religion. So atheism is not only a rejection of the central conceptions of Judeo- 
Christianity and Islam, it is, as well, a rejection of the religious beliefs of such African religions 
as that of the Dinka and the Nuer, of the anthropomorphic gods of classical Greece and Rome, 
and of the transcendental conceptions of Hinduism and Buddhism. Generally atheism is a denial 
of God or of the gods, and if religion is defined in terms of belief in spiritual beings, then atheism 
is the rejection of all religious belief. 

It is necessary, however, if a tolerably adeguate understanding of atheism is to be achieved, to 
give a reading to “rejection of religious belief” and to come to realize how the characterization of 
atheism as the denial of God or the gods is inadeguate. 

Atheism and Theism 

To say that atheism is the denial of God or the gods and that it is the opposite of theism, a system 
of belief that affirms the reality of God and seeks to demonstrate his existence, is inadeguate in a 
number of ways. First, not all theologians who regard themselves as defenders of the Christian 
faith or of Judaism or Islam regard themselves as defenders of theism. The influential 20th- 
century Protestant theologian Paul Tillich, for example, regards the God of theism as an idol and 
refuses to construe God as a being, even a supreme being, among beings or as an infinite being 
above finite beings. God, for him, is “being-itself,” the ground of being and meaning. The 
particulars of Tillich’s view are in certain ways idiosyncratic, as well as being obscure and 
problematic, but they have been influential; and his rejection of theism, while retaining a belief 
in God, is not eccentric in contemporary theology, though it may very well affront the plain 
believer. 

Second, and more important, it is not the case that all theists seek to demonstrate or even in any 
way rationally to establish the existence of God. Many theists regard such a demonstration as 
impossible, and fideistic believers (e.g., Johann Hamann and Soren Kierkegaard) regard such a 
demonstration, even if it were possible, as undesirable, for in their view it would undermine faith. 
If it could be proved, or known for certain, that God exists, people would not be in a position to 
accept him as their sovereign Lord humbly on faith with all the risks that entails. There are 
theologians who have argued that for genuine faith to be possible God must necessarily be a 
hidden God, the mysterious ultimate reality, whose existence and authority must be accepted 
simply on faith. This fideistic view has not, of course, gone without challenge from inside the 
major faiths, but it is of sufficient importance to make the above characterization of atheism 
inadequate. 



Finally, and most important, not all denials of God are denials of his existence. Believers 
sometimes deny God while not being at all in a state of doubt that God exists. They either 
willfully reject what they take to be his authority by not acting in accordance with what they take 
to be his will, or else they simply live their lives as if God did not exist. In this important way they 
deny him. Such deniers are not atheists (unless we wish, misleadingly, to call them “practical 
atheists”). They are not even agnostics. They do not question that God exists; they deny him in 
other ways. An atheist denies the existence of God. As it is frequently said, atheists believe that it 
is false that God exists, or that God’s existence is a speculative hypothesis of an extremely low 
order of probability. 

Yet it remains the case that such a characterization of atheism is inadequate in other ways. For 
one it is too narrow. There are atheists who believe that the very concept of God, at least in 
developed and less anthropomorphic forms of Judeo-Christianity and Islam, is so incoherent that 
certain central religious claims, such as “God is my creator to whom everything is owed,” are not 
genuine truth-claims; i.e., the claims could not be either true or false. Believers hold that such 
religious propositions are true, some atheists believe that they are false, and there are agnostics 
who cannot make up their minds whether to believe that they are true or false. (Agnostics think 
that the propositions are one or the other but believe that it is not possible to determine which.) 
But all three are mistaken, some atheists argue, for such putative truth-claims are not 
sufficiently intelligible to be genuine truth-claims that are either true or false. In reality there is 
nothing in them to be believed or disbelieved, though there is for the believer the powerful and 
humanly comforting illusion that there is. Such an atheism, it should be added, rooted for some 
conceptions of God in considerations about intelligibility and what it makes sense to say, has 
been strongly resisted by some pragmatists and logical empiricists. 

While the above considerations about atheism and intelligibility show the second 
characterization of atheism to be too narrow, it is also the case that this characterization is in a 
way too broad. For there are fideistic believers, who quite unequivocally believe that when looked 
at objectively the proposition that God exists has a very low probability weight. They believe in 
God not because it is probable that he exists—they think it more probable that he does not—but 
because belief is thought by them to be necessary to make sense of human life. The second 
characterization of atheism does not distinguish a fideistic believer (a Blaise Pascal or a 
Kierkegaard) or an agnostic (a T.H. Huxley or a Leslie Stephen) from an atheist such as Baron 
d’Holbach or Thomas Paine. All believe that “There is a God” and “Godprotects humankind,” 
however emotionally important they may be, are speculative hypotheses of an extremely low 
order of probability. But this, since it does not distinguish believers from nonbelievers and does 
not distinguish agnostics from atheists, cannot be an adequate characterization of atheism. 

It may be retorted that to avoid apriorism and dogmatic atheism the existence of God should be 
regarded as a hypothesis. There are no ontological (purely a priori) proofs or disproofs of God’s 
existence. It is not reasonable to rule in advance that it makes no sense to say that God exists. 
What the atheist can reasonably claim is that there is no evidence that there is a God, and 
against that background he may very well be justified in asserting that there is no God. It has 
been argued, however, that it is simply dogmatic for an atheist to assert that no possible evidence 
could ever give one grounds for believing in God. Instead, atheists should justify their unbelief 



by showing (if they can) how the assertion is well-taken that there is no evidence that would 
warrant a belief in God. If atheism is justified, the atheist will have shown that in fact there is no 
adequate evidence for the belief that God exists, but it should not be part of his task to try to show 
that there could not be any evidence for the existence of God. If the atheist could somehow 
survive the death of his present body (assuming that such talk makes sense) and come, much to 
his surprise, to stand in the presence of God, his answer should be, “Oh! Lord, you didn’t give 
me enough evidence!” He would have been mistaken, and realize that he had been mistaken, in 
his judgment that God did not exist Still, he would not have been unjustified, in the light of the 
evidence available to him during his earthly life, in believing as he did. Not having any such 
postmortem experiences of the presence of God (assuming that he could have them), what he 
should say, as things stand and in the face of the evidence he actually has and is likely to be able 
to get, is that it is false that God exists. (Every time one legitimately asserts that a proposition is 
false one need not be certain that it is false. “Knowing with certainty” is not a pleonasm.) The 
claim is that this tentative posture is the reasonable position for the atheist to take. 

An atheist who argues in this manner may also make a distinctive burden-of-proof argument. 
Given that God (if there is one) is by definition a very recherche reality—a reality that must be 
(for there to be such a reality) transcendent to the world—the burden of proof is not on the 
atheist to give grounds for believing that there is no reality of that order. Rather, the burden of 
proof is on the believer to give some evidence for God’s existence; i.e., that there is such a reality. 
Given what God must be, if there is a God, the theist needs to present the evidence, for such a 
very strange reality. He needs to show that there is more in the world than is disclosed by 
common experience. The empirical method, and the empirical method alone, such an atheist 
asserts, affords a reliable method for establishing what is in fact the case. To the claim of the 
theist that there are in addition to varieties of empirical facts “spiritual facts” or “transcendent 
facts,” such as it being the case that there is a supernatural, self-existent, eternal power, the 
atheist can assert that such “facts” have not been shown. 

It will, however, be argued by such atheists, against what they take to be dogmatic aprioristic 
atheists, that the atheist should be a fallibilist and remain open-minded about what the future 
may bring. There may, after all, be such transcendent facts, such metaphysical realities. It is not 
that such a fallibilistic atheist is really an agnostic who believes that he is not justified in either 
asserting that God exists or denying that he exists and that what he must reasonably do is 
suspend belief. On the contrary, such an atheist believes that he has very good grounds indeed, 
as things stand, for denying the existence of God. But he will, on the second conceptualization of 
what it is to be an atheist, not deny that things could be otherwise and that, if they were, he would 
be justified in believing in God or at least would no longer be justified in asserting that it is false 
that there is a God. Using reliable empirical techniques, proven methods for establishing matters 
of fact, the fallibilistic atheist has found nothing in the universe to make a belief that God exists 
justifiable or even, everything considered, the most rational option of the various options. He 
therefore draws the atheistical conclusion (also keeping in mind his burden-of-proof argument) 
that God does not exist. But he does not dogmatically in a priori fashion deny the existence of 
God. He remains a thorough and consistent fallibilist. 

Comprehensive definition of atheism 



Reflection on this should lead to a more adequate statement of what atheism is and indeed as 
well to what an agnostic or religious response to atheism should be. Instead of saying that an 
atheist is someone who believes that it is false or probably false that there is a God, a more 
adequate characterization of atheism consists in the more complex claim that to be an atheist is 
to be someone who rejects belief in God for the following reasons (which reason is stressed 
depends on how God is being conceived): for an anthropomorphic God, the atheist rejects belief 
in God because it is false or probably false that there is a God; for a nonanthropomorphic God 
(the God of Luther and Calvin, Aquinas, and Maimonides), he rejects belief in God because the 
concept of such a God is either meaningless, unintelligible, contradictory, incomprehensible, or 
incoherent; for the God portrayed by some modern or contemporary theologians or philosophers, 
he rejects belief in God because the concept of God in question is such that it merely masks an 
atheistic substance — e.g., “God” is just another name for love, or “God” is simply a symbolic 
term for moral ideals. 

This atheism is a much more complex notion, as are its various reflective rejections. It is clear 
from what has been said about the concept of God in developed forms of Judeo-Christianity that 
the more crucial form of atheist rejection is not the assertion that it is false that there is a God 
but instead the rejection of belief in God because the concept of God is said not to make sense — 
to be in some important way incoherent or unintelligible. 

Such a broader conception of atheism, of course, includes everyone who is an atheist in the 
narrower sense, but the converse does not obtain. Moreover, this conception of atheism does not 
have to say that religious claims are meaningless. The more typical and less paradoxical and 
tendentious claim is that utterances such as “There is an infinite, eternal creator of the universe” 
are incoherent and that the conception of God reflected in such a claim is unintelligible, and in 
that important sense the claim is inconceivable and incredible—incapable of being a rational 
object of belief for a philosophically and scientifically sophisticated person touched by modernity. 
It is this that is a central belief of many contemporary atheists. There are good empirical grounds 
for believing that there are no Zeus-like spiritual beings, and as this last, more ramified form of 
atheism avers, if there are sound grounds for believing that the nonanthropomorphic or at least 
radically less anthropomorphic conceptions of God are incoherent or unintelligible, the atheist 
has the strongest grounds for rejecting belief in God. 

Atheism is a critique and a denial of the central metaphysical beliefs of systems of salvation 
involving a belief in God or spiritual beings, but a sophisticated atheist does not simply claim that 
all such cosmological claims are false but takes it that some are so problematic that, while 
purporting to be factual, they actually do not succeed in making a coherent factual claim. The 
claims, in an important sense, do not make sense, and, while believers are under the illusion that 
there is something intelligible to be believed in, in reality there is not These seemingly grand 
cosmological claims are in reality best understood as myths or ideological claims reflecting a 
confused understanding of their utterers’ situation. 

It is not a well-taken rejoinder to atheistic critiques to say, as have some contemporary Protestant 
theologians, that belief in God is the worst form of atheism and idolatry, since the language of 
Jewish and Christian belief, including such sentences as “God exists” and “God created the 
world, ” is not to be taken literally but symbolically and metaphorically. Christianity, as Reinhold 



Niebuhr, a theologian who defends such views, once put it, is “true myth.” The claims of religion 
are not, on such account, to be understood as metaphysical claims trying to convey extraordinary 
facts but as metaphorical and analogical claims that are not understandable in any other terms. 
But if something is a metaphor it must at least in principle be possible to say what it is a 
metaphor of. Thus metaphors cannot be understandable only in metaphorical terms. There can 
be no unparaphrasable metaphors or symbolic expressions though, what is something else again, 
a user of such expressions may not be capable on demand of supplying that paraphrase. 
Moreover, if the language of religion becomes simply the language of myth and religious beliefs 
are viewed simply as powerful and often humanly compelling myths, then they are conceptions 
that in reality have only an atheistic substance. The believer is making no cosmological claim 
that the atheist is not; it is just that his talk, including his unelucidated talk of “true myths, ” is 
language that for many people has a more powerful emotive force. 

Agnosticism has a parallel development to that of atheism. An agnostic, like an atheist, asserts 
either that he does not know that God exists — or, more typically, that he cannot know or have 
sound reasons for believing that God exists—but unlike the atheist he does not think that he is 
justified in saying that God does not exist or, stronger still, that God cannot exist. Similarly, while 
some contemporary atheists say that the concept of God in developed theism does not make sense 
and thus that Jewish, Christian, and Islamic beliefs must be rejected, many contemporary 
agnostics believe that the concept of God is radically problematic. They maintain that they are 
not in a position to be able to decide whether, on the one hand, the terms and concepts of such 
religions are so problematic that such religious beliefs do not make sense or whether, on the 
other, though the talk is indeed radically paradoxical and in many ways incomprehensible, such 
talk has sufficient coherence to make reasonable a belief in an ultimate mystery. Such an 
agnostic recognizes that the puzzles about God cut deeper than perplexities concerning whether 
it is possible to attain adequate evidence for God’s existence. Rather, he sees the need to exhibit 
an adequate nonanthropomorphic, extralinguistic referent for “God.” (This need not commit 
him to the belief that there are any observations independent of theory.) Believers think that, 
though God is a mystery, such a referent has been secured, though what it is remains a mystery. 
Atheists, by contrast, believe that it has not been, and indeed some of them believe that it cannot 
be, secured. To talk about mystery, they maintain, is just an evasive way of talking about what is 
not understood. Contemporary agnostics (those agnostics who parallel the atheists characterized 
above) remain in doubt and are convinced that there is no rational way of resolving the doubt 
about whether talk in a halting fashion of God just barely secures such reference or whether it, 
after all, fails and that nothing religiously acceptable is referred to by “God. ” 

Intense religious commitment, as the history offideism makes evident, has sometimes gone hand 
in hand with deep scepticism concerning man’s capacity to know God. It is agreed by all parties 
to the dispute between belief and unbelief that religious claims are paradoxical. Furthermore, 
criteria for what is meaningless and what is not or for what is intelligible and what is not are 
deeply contested. It is perhaps fair enough to say that there are no generally accepted criteria. 

Keeping these diverse considerations in mind in the arguments between belief, agnosticism, and 
atheism, it is crucial to ask whether there is any good reason at all to believe that there is a 
personal creative reality that is beyond the bounds of space and time and transcendent to the 



world. Is there even a sufficient understanding of such talk so that such a reality can be the 
object of religious commitment? (One cannot have faith in or take on faith what one does not at 
all understand. People must at least in some way understand what it is that they are to have faith 
in to be able to have faith in it If a person is asked to trust Irglig, he cannot do so no matter how 
strongly he wants to take something simply on trust.) 

It appears to be a brute fact that there just is that indefinitely immense collection of finite and 
contingent masses or conglomerations of things and processes the phrase “the universe” refers 
to. People can come to feel wonder, awe, and puzzlement that there is a universe at all. But that 
fact, or the very fact that there is a world at all, does not license the claim that there is a 
noncontingent reality on which the world (the sorry collection of things entire) depends. It is not 
even clear that such a sense of contingency gives an understanding of what such a 
noncontingent thing could be. Some atheists think that the reference range of “God” is so 
indeterminate and the concept of God so problematic that it is impossible for someone fully 
aware of that reasonably to believe in God; believers, by contrast, think that, though the 
reference range of “God” is indeterminate, it is not so indeterminate and the concept of God so 
problematic as to make belief irrational or incoherent It is known, they claim, that talk of God is 
problematic, but it is not known, and cannot be known, whether it is so problematic as to be 
without a religiously appropriate sense. Agnostics, in turn, say that there is no reasonable 
decision procedure. It is not known and cannot be ascertained whether or not “God” secures a 
religiously adeguate referent What needs to be kept in mind, in reflecting on this issue, is 
whether a “contingent thing” is a pleonasm and “infinite reality” is without sense and whether, 
when people go beyond anthropomorphism (or try to go beyond it), it is possible to have a 
sufficient understanding of what is referred to by “God” to make faith a coherent possibility. 

Finally, it will not do to take a Pascalian or Dostoyevskian turn and claim that, intellectual 
absurdity or not, religious belief is necessary, since without belief in God morality does not make 
sense and life is meaningless. That claim is false, for even if there is no purpose to life there are 
purposes in life—things people care about and want to do—that can remain perfectly intact even 
in a godless world. God or no God, immortality or no immortality, it is vile to torture people just 
for the fun of it, and friendship, solidarity, love, and the attainment of self-respect are human 
goods even in an utterly godless world. There are intellectual puzzles about how people know that 
these things are good, but that is doubly true for the distinctive claims of a religious ethic. The 
point is that these things remain desirable and that life can have a point even in the absence of 
God.
